Service in Honor of 

North Weymouth Boys 


A very impressing and inspiring 
service of honor nncl memory was 
held in the Third Unlversnlist church 
North Weymouth, o n Sunday after- 
noon. Tha men whose memory was 
recalled were Corpornl Joseph Has- 
kell Whnll and Private William Mon- 
tietb, both young men from North 
Weymoutli to make the supreme sac- 
rifice nt the front. 

Tie service was in charge of Jos- 
eph Rudolph whose idea it was to do 
honor to these brave soldiers. Rev. 
Elbert W. Whippen was the officiat- 
ing clergyman, giving the address of 
commemoration. The Pilgrim Quar- 
tette furnished very beautiful selec- 
tions between the various parts of 
the service. Flowers in abundance 
tastefully arranged, lent an added 
beauty to the entire scene. They 
were distributed to sick and shut 
in members after the service. On 
either side of Hie altar from which 
draped a service flag with two gold 
stars, wero pictures of the two sol- 
diers draped with red, white, and 
blue of America. 

After speaking of our debt of honor 
to the millions who died that we 
might live, and reviewing the lives 
and memories of these fwo men, Mr. 
Whippen said in part: 

It is a stimulating thing for us to 
recall the memories of these two 
lives. It is well for us at times to 
sink in thought back into the past, 
and be stirred by the achivements 
of former days. Memory is a price- 
less gift, for when the day is black 
with grief, we are able to look back 
to earlier moments of great Joy. I 
^ am sure you can* recall today those 
momenta when one of those brave 
men waB with you and the sky was 
clear. And you can be glad for the 
real respect you can give them as 
you recall their lives work. 

“They fought to make men free 


— to uphold the honor of America — 
to preserve the integrity of human 
life. They fought with pictures of 
us nt home counting as we did upon 
their success. They fought that we 
might build— tore down the heartless 
system of Prussia that we might 
rear a world warm with the red blood 
of a legion beating hearts. 

“I cannot think of the service of 
the boys in khaki or blue without 
being strengthened by a tremendous 
wave of altruism, a feeling of un- 
selfishness, n desire to throw myself 
into the melting pot of human ser- 
vice. 

The hoys who have gone into the 
hardships of military life may be 
rough in their talk, their methods, 
and their life ,but they were ready 
when the time came to make any 
sacrifice for the cause in which they 
served. We honor them for what 
they did and for the decisive manner 
in which they did it.” 

In closing the pastor said: “We 
have another piece of work to do. We' 
shall need an army of civilian work- 
ers even larger than that under the 
command of Marshall Focli. Wo 
have to build upon the ruins of a 
shattered Europe. The Old World, 
and the New, need readjustment, re- 
modeling, and reconstruction. This 
must be done upon the basis of char- 
acter. heart power, manhood and 
womanhood. We have learned the 
secret of success — intregrity of pur- 
pose, depth of character, sincerity of 
life. As these two men have spent 
their blood for us, they have left 
for ours to do the task they left un- 
done.” 

A large number of friends and rel 
atives came to do honor to the mem 
ory of these two gold stars. Their 
memory will ever live as an inspira- 
tion to North Weymouth folks to 
do, and give, and be for freedom’s 
sake.

CURRENT EVENTS 

Italians, Being Refused Fiume by 
President Wilson, Bolt the 
Peace Conference. 

RESULTS MAY PROVE SERIOUS 


Success of League of Nation* Is Imper- 
iled— Bolshevists and Communists 

Losing Ground — Victory Loan 

Going Well — Carranza De- 
nounces Monroe Doctrine.

President Wilson declared flatly last 
•Wednesday that Italy should not have 
Flume because that outlet to the Adrl- 
tlc was essential to the prosperity of 
he Creations and other Jugo-Slav 
copies. 

Premier Orlando promptly nn- 
ounced the withdrawal of the Italian 
elegates from the peace conference 
nd on Thursday himself left Paris, 
Is colleagues remaining for the pres- 
nt In the vicinity of the French cnpl- 
il. “We do not break with our allies, 
ut hand over our Interests to their 
ands trusting they will loyally fulfill 
nelr mission,” Bald Orlando. 

The seriousness of the situation was 
ecognlzed by all, and France and 
treat Britain renewed their efforts to 
[ring about an agreement. The Italian 
elegates endeavored to throw on Mr. 
Vlison personally the blame for the 
reak. asserting that just before the 
resident Issued his statement they 
nd receive? from Clemenceau, Lloyd 
leorge and Wilson proposals that Fl- 
me should be a free port, nil the Dal- 
matian Island cities going to Italy und 
lie hinterland to Croutla. This plan, 
hey declared, would have been aceept- 
d by them with the exception that the 
Ity of Flume should he Italian and 
: s port only luternatlouallzbd. While 
heir ambassador was on his way with 
reply to this, snld the Italians, they 
rere astounded to read in u Paris 
ewspaper Mr. Wilson's statement and 
ppeal to public opinion in Ituly. They 
sserted that Mr. Wilson made a grave 
rror In diplomatic etiquette and that 
othing was left for them except to 
■lthdraw from the conference. 

Lloyd George and Clemenceau, It 
as said, read and approved Wilson’s 
latement before It was given out, but 
either of them signed It. The docu- 
lent called attention to the fact that 
le treaty of Ixradon gave the Daima- 
un coast and cities to Italy because 
•e needed protection against Austro- 
ungary, but that the AuBtro-Hungur- 
u empire no longer exists and so the 
•cesslty has passed ; that Italy gave 
>r adherence to the 14 points, and 
at to give Flume to her would not 
I In accordance with them. The 
aliens replied that Wilson already 
id compromised some of those points, 
>tabty !u the case of the freedom of 
e seas and the Saar basin, and that 
sly was being discriminated against, 
its really was the crux of the dls- 
ite. 

Mr. Wilson may have acted too 1m- 
•tuously and may have violated dip- 
malic courtesy In appealing to the 
alien people over their government, 
it It la likely that In the matter of 
» disposition of Flume he is backed 
> the great body of public opinion In 
Is country, and probably | D Great 
-italn and France. The Justice of the 
alma of the Jugo-Slavs are generally 
cognized. Italy asserts Flume Is an 
allau city, but this is only half a 
uth, for a large part of It la Inhabit- 
1 by Croat laua. 

What would be the result if Italy's 
lthdrawal from the coofereucs were 
rmanent was the subject of much 
•eculatlon. It was believed there 
ould be no consequent delay In the 
eaty dealings with Germany, and 
■ere were intimations that Italy 
ould undertake to make a separate 
race with Germany. Of course Italy 
ould ceaae to be a charter member of 
ui league of batleua and would be ad- 


mitted Inter only l>y vote, like the en- 
emy nations. If she chose to retnnln 
aloof from the league, the streugtb 
and value of that association would 
be greatly Impaired, according to some 
authorities. In political circles In 
Rome It wus predicted that Orlando 
and Sonnlno would offer their resig- 
nations to the parliament and would 
be unanimously confirmed In the ten- 
ure of their offices. The king lost no 
time In wiring his absolute approval 
of the course they were pursuing In 
I’arls, and they were given ardent sup- 
port by the Itullan press and by pub- 
lic demonstrations. 

Italy already Is In possession of 
Fiume as well as the Dalmatian coast 
territory she claims, and declared she 
Intended to hold them, by force If nec- 
essary. In such case the league of na- 
tions could not act militarily because It 
does Hot yet exist. Nor would any 
of the allied nations take up arms 
against Italy, according to opinion In 
Paris. It was believed there that If 
either Great Britain or France took 
sides with Italy In the dispute, the 
United States might withdraw from 
the conference and make a separate 
peace with the enemy countries. 

It was reported that Italy was hur- 
rying more troops to Flume, and the 
enrly opening of hostilities between 
them and the Jugo-Slavs there and at 
other points was freely predicted. 

Closely resembling the Adriatic Is- 
sue, and scarcely less difficult of solu- 
tion, was the matter of Klau-Chau, for 
Japan relies on secret agreements 
with Great Britain, France and Italy 
to. support her claim to the concessions 
In Shantung which were held by the 
Germans. The council 
three by oriando’s defection, gave 
much tiro® last week to this contro- 
versy, but Its conclusions, If any were 
reached, were not known at the time 
of writing. 

R appears that the peace treaty will 
not be ready for the signatures of the 
Germans so soon as had been expect- 
ed, because of the long task of com- 
pleting the drafting, and as the Ger- 
man government announced Its dele- 
gates would not arrive at Versailles 
as early as former plans contemplated. 
The treaty may be presented to them 
piecemeal, so that it can be signed 
about May IS. In that case peace 
would be effective throughout the 
world about July 15, for a clause will 
>e Inserted providing that the pact 
shall go Into effect 60 days after it Is 
signed. The German party, headed by 
Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau, will 
Include about 75 persons. It Is the 
present plan to keep them virtually In- 
communicado at Versailles, but both 
the Germans and the American corre- 
spondents are protesting against this. 

The first of General Haller’s divi- 
sions, transported through Germany by 
train, began to arrive In Poland lust 
week, to the great contentment of that 
rather hard-pressed country. The Poles 
and Ozecho-Slovaks will be required to 
settle between themselves their dis- 
pute over the Teschen mining region. 
Polish forces recaptured Vllna, the 
Lithuanian railway center, from the 
bolsheviki. 

Bolshevism and communism bad a 
hard week of It. Tbs Russian soviet 
First array surrendered to Ukrainian 
troops under General Petlura In the 
region of Horael, giving up largs stores 
of munitions, and a fsw days later the 
Ukrainians drove the bolsbevlkl out of 
Kiev, betug aided by mauy of their 
prisoners, who volunteered to serve 
against their former comrades. Along 
the Petchora river the bolshevlot 
troops were driven far back by the 
loyal Russians and Siberians, who 
were not far from a Junction with the 
allied forces In the Archangel district. 
The latter had several successes and 
took much material, and they were 
Joined by numerous deserters. In 
south eastern Russia, In the region of 
Uralsk, the Ural C o ss a cks, apparently 
acting In conjunction with Admiral 
Kolchak's Siberians, forced tbs bolshe- 
vik! to retire a long way to the north. 

Bela Kun and his soviet government 
of Hungary seemed approaching their 
end, and there ware Intimation* that 
that leader was ready to retire In fa- 
vor of the socialists.

was steadily moving Into Hungarian 
territory with the purpose of stemming 
the bolshevik advance, nnd there was 
a serious crisis In Budapest. 

The communists * still held on In 
Munich, hut the government of Pre- 
mier Hoffman wns pressing them close- 
ly and most of the Bavarians seemed 
against them. In Munich Itself terror- 
ism, rioting and grent distress ruled, 
nnd nearly nil the workers were Idle. 
Elsewhere In Germany, especially In 
Hamburg and Bremen, there wns a 
continuation of the fighting nnd disor- 
der that have been prevalent for 
months. The details are uninterest- 
ing. 

An attempt to seize Vlcnnn was 
made by communists led by Hungar- 
ian agitators. It was foiled and the 
Hungarians were arretsed and ejected 
from the city. 

The plan of the allies to withdraw 
their troops from Russia and to supply 
the antl-bolshevik elements with muni- 
tions met with the hearty approval of 
the governments of North Russia and 
Omsk, but they protest earnestly 
against Doctor Nunsen’s proposal that 
the bolshevik! be supplied with food 
provided hostilities are entirely stop- 
ped. The loyal Russians have no In- 
tention or desire to cense their war- 
fare on the Lenlne-Trotzky forces and 
are confident the bolshevlsts will be 
defeated. In this view the Russian rep- 
resentatives in Paris and Washington 
concur. According to the present

According to 
Lenlne’s orders, “all the federal au- 
thorities and also the military staff 
must be captured and held as hostages. 
He also directs that the banks, rail- 
ways, factories and newspapers be 
seized and pinced under the control of 
Comrade Rudek. That Is the man who 
has been directing the movements of 
the Spartacans in Germany. 

Hjalmar Rrnntlng, the Swedish so- 
cialist leader, addressing the socialist 
congress In Purls, warned hla hearers 
of the results of soviet government, 
which he said meant absolute eco- 
nomic decomposition, misery and fam- 
ine. The congress passed resolutions 
demanding the return to the state of 
excess war profits and the levying of 
speclul taxes on wealthy establish- 
ments, financial monopolies, concerns 
dealing In luxuries, railways and large 
enterprises such as mines and banks. 
A reduction In the hours of labor, the 
fixing of minimum wages and rigor- 
ous protection of mothers and children 
were also demanded. 

The Victory loan campaign was 
launched last week and the results of 
the first few days were so satisfactory 
that the treasury officials were almost 
surprised. The slogan, "Let’s Finish 
the Job,” has caught the public mind 
and is catching the public’s dollars, 
and the enthusiasm displayed all over 
the country Is no less than that dis- 
played In the former loan campaigns. 
The drive Is greatly aided by the pres- 
ence of returned fighters and of cap- 
tured German submarines. cannon and 
airplanes. 

President Carranza threw his som- 
brero Into the ring la6t week with an 
attack on the Monroe doctrine. In a 
formal statement bis foreign depart- 
ment said : “The conference now meet- 
ing at Paris has considered the recog- 
nition of the Monroe doctrine. Some 
governments, friends of Mexico, have 
asked Mexico for Its opinion regarding 
the doctrine, and the Mexican depart- 
ment of foreign relations has answered 
that the Mexican government baa not 
recognized and will not recognize the 
Monroe doctrine or any other doctrine 
that attacks the sovereignty and inde- 
pendence of Mexico."

Carranza also ordered his minister 
to France to withdraw to Spain be- 
cause, though he hue been In Parte 
alnce December, be has not yet been 
permitted to present hls credentials to 
lbs French government

MOTORISTS TICE 
PROBLEM OF GAS 

Automobile and Petroleum Men 
Must Get Together in Close 
Harmonious Co-operation. 

INCREASE IN MOTOR CARS 


Said t® Be Possible to Construct In- 
ternal Combustion Engines Which 
Will Consume Much Less Fuel 
of Inferior Kind. 

"The pcronnlnl fuel problem will nev- 
er he solved until the nutomohlle Indus- 
try and the petroleum Industry get to- 
gether in close nnd hnrmonlous co-op- 
erntlon," snys Mnrk L. Rcqun, general 
director of the oil division of the Unit- 
ed States fuel administration. In an 
Interview, which appears In Motor, the 
oatlonal magazine of motoring. 

“The motor fuel problem Is not only 
a possibility of the future.” contin- 
ues Mr. Requn, "hut even an nctuallty 
of the present, ns will he understood 
by anyone who takes the trouble to 
make even the most cursory exnmlnn- 
tlou of the situation, in 1012 our pro- 
duction of petroleum was 222,035,044 
barrels of 42 gallons. In 1010 the out- 
put of this bnslc producer of motor 
fuel was 300,707.158 barrels, an In- 
crease In four years of less than 30 
per cent. On the other hand. In 1012 
there were about 1,000.000 motor ve- 
hicles In the country, while In 1910 the 
motor population of the United States 
had risen to 3,541,738. This represents 
nn Increase of over 800 per cent in four 
years. With one side of nn equntlon 
Rrowlng less than 80 per cent nnd the 
other side Increasing more thnn 300 
per cent, the ultimate situation Is not 
hard to foreshadow. 

Engine Usea Leas Oil. 

“I am not nn automobile engineer, 
so I cannot speak from personal knowl- 
edge, but J have been Informed that It 
Is possible to design Intcrnnl combus- 
tion engines which will consume much 
less fuel per mile thnn Is now being 
consumed, and of a much Inferior qual- 
ity. If this Is a fact nnd the automo- 
bile Industry faces the situation In co- 
operation with the oil men to effect 
tills saving, while these latter are de- 
voting their best effort to Increasing 
production. It would seem that we 
might cut enough off <yich end of our 
problem to solve It. 

“We seem to be only at the begin- 
ning of the gasoline era ; a few years 
ugo gasoline was n wasted by-product; 
today It Is the most Important product 
of petroleum, amounting to almost 50 
per cent of the totnl value of petroleum 
products. With the record of the past 
ns a guide, It would seem that the two 
great Industries so Interdependent up- 
on each other should co-operate In 
bringing about the most .efficient con- 
sumption of gasoline nnd the most In- 
telligent ifnderstandlng of each other’s 
problems.” 

CARE OF WINDSHIELD GLASS 

Application of Strong 8oapsuds Will 
Prevent Fog or Rain From 
Obscuring Vision. 

Strong soapsuds made from auto- 
mobile soap and rubbed on the glass 
of the windshield and allowed to dry 
will prevent fog or rain from obscuring 
the vision through the glass. Kero- 
sene Is sometimes used for this pur- 
pose, but it does not last as long as the 
above, and glycerin- Is also recom- 
mended. 

AVOID FORMATION OF RUST 

If Car Is Used In Bad Weather Tires 
and Rims 8hould Be Wiped 
Clean With 8ponge. 

If the car owner, after being out In 
bad weather, will take the trouble to 
wipe the tires and rims clean with a 
sponge and then wipe them dry, espe- 
cially along the beads, he will do much 
to prevent the formation of rust. 


HAN0LE BATTERY WITH CARE 

Motorist Should Economize on Cur- 
rent and Keep Engine Tuned 
to Start on 8econd Turn. 

The man who has trouble keeping 
his battery charged will find thnt dif- 
ficulty largely can be overcome hy 
careful handling. In other words, he 
should economize on current. He 
should keep his engine tuned up so 
that It starts on the second or third 
turn. Thus he can minimize the 
amount of current used In starting, 
nnd, rememher. this Is very large. The 
current required Is 200 to 000 time* 
ns much ns required by nn ordinary 
10-candle power house light. 

He should also be economical with 
Ills lights. He should use his head- 
lights only when absolutely necessary. 

He should determine the car speed 
at which his cutout relay makes con- 
nection with the battery and operate 
the car as much ns possible above this 
speed. 

If he drives much In a congested 
city district and stops his engine many 
times he will find that bln battery can 
be kept more nearly charged by chang- 
ing gears In traffic whenever neces- 
sary Instead of trvlng to do It all on 
high gear, the reason being thnt by 
changing gears he boosts his engine 
speed so tlint his battery Is charged, 
while If be tried to pull slowly on 
high ho gets down to a speed at which 
chnrglng stops due to the Opening ef 
the cut out. 

NEW HEADLIGHT FOR MOTORS 

Nevada Inventor Provldea Mechanism 
for Operating Lights Around 
Curves In Road. 

The Scientific American, In Illustrat- 
ing nnd describing a dirigible head- 
light operating mechanism, the Inven- 
tion of E. C. Smith of Fallon, Ncv., 
snys : 

This Inventor provides a mechanism 
for operating the headlights of motor 
vehicles whereby they may follow the

curves nnd turns In the road In Illum- 
inating the same, Incorporating means 
whereby the headlight operating mech- 
anism may be thrown Into and out of 
operation at will. He provides a 
mechanism coupled with the steering 
gear nnd movable Into and out of oper- 
able relation therewith, In order that 
If desired the light may be kept sta- 
tionary while the vehicle Is traveling. 


DELICATE CAR DOOR POCKETS 

___ 

Wooden 8trlpa May ‘Be 8ecurely Fast- 
ened by Using Btue, Round- 
headed Screws. 

Many cars are afflicted with "deli- 
cate” door pockets, those which are 
made of inferior material or are Im- 
properly fastened. These are apt to 
tear loose at the corners since they are 
merely tacked on wooden strips at- 
tached to the door. When this hap- 
pens they may be securely fastened 
by using round-headed screws, which 
should have blued heads when the ma- 
terial Is black. These same screws 
can be used to advantage In fastening 
the linoleum flooring to the boards, 
especially at the corners. 


FIND LUBRICATING FAILURE 

Car Owner 8hould Emulate Example 
of Locomotive Engineer by Using 
Hand to Find Trouble. 

The locomotive engineer frequently 
uses IiIb hand to determine lubrication 
failure, nnd this Is a hint that the car 
owner can put to good use. Failure 
of lubrication permits excessive fric- 
tion, and friction generates heat Any 
part which Is discovered to be too 
hot to the hand held near It Is prob- 
ably suffering from faulty lubrication.

Multitude— Notable Ovation to 

Gen'ls Edwards and Hale.

WOUNDED GIVEN FLOWERS 

Airplanes Soar Overhead and Banda 
Render Martial Airs. Many proud 

Possessors of Croix de Guerre and 
Distinguished 8ervice Medals. 

Boston. — The 26th Division, New 
England's own, wan welcomed home 
lust Friday after 18 months overseas 
service. The parade of the Yankee 
boys through Boston streets was giv- 
en the acclaim due to this division 
with such distinctive fighting records 
of American history. 

The vast crowd that filled the long 
lines of grandstands and stood wedged 
tightly along the entire five-mile 
route received the troops as conquer- 
ing heroes. The demonstration was 
without parallel in the city's history. 

The division marched in the full 
panoply of war, with gleaming bay- 
onets fixed to rifles, steel helmets that 
bore evidence of bard service and 
with packs and side arms. The men 
swung along with the easy stride of 
veterans, three squads abreast, and 
looked every inch fit for the toughest 
kind of service. It was hard to be- 
Usve that this wonderful fighting 
machine was receiving not only a 
welcome, but a farewell. 


The greeting was uproarious. True, 
there were tears for those who never 
will return, but they were tears of 
pride. A flag bearing a gold star and 
the number "1760" in memory of 
those who "sleep the sleep that knows 
no waking" In France, was carried at 
the head of the division, but sadness 
was suppressed for the sake of the 
safely returned. "Won 1 b the glory 
and the grief is past” they typified, 
the spirit of the day. 

Airplanes soared overhead, cannon 
thundered their salutes, bands at fre- 
quent intervals along tbe line of 
march mingled their music with the 
martial inarch of drum and bugle 
corps, and a million throats cheered 
themselves hoarse. Overhead, floated 
American and Allied flags, and from 
upper windows and roofs the troops 
were showered with confetti and 
streamers. 

The weather was far from ideal. 
The sky was overcasL There was a 
northwest wind and the temperature 
bordered on the freezing poinL 

Tbe wounded who rode In automo- 
biles at the bead of the column re- 
ceived the biggest ovation. They 
were cheered to the echo and fairly 
bombarded with flowers, which they 
placed in their hau as they waved 
greetings and grinned In sheer de- 
igbL 

Notable individual demonstrations 
were accorded Major General Clar- 
ence R. Edwards, head of the North- 
eastern department, who commanded 
the division during most of its active 
service; Major General Charles H. 
Cole, commander of the 102d infan- 
try brigade, and Col. Edward I„. 
Logan of the 101st infantry, "Boston's 
Own." 

| Generals Edwards and Hale left the 
I column near the end of the parade on 
I Columbus avenue and the division 


passed before them in review for the 
last time. General Hale then left 
to take command of Camp Dix, N. J., 
and General Edwards returned to the 
command of the Northeastern de- 
partment. 

It was just two hours from the time 
the head of the column started until 
it reached the end of tbe route and 
four hours before the huge howitzer 
captured from the Germans and 
which brought up the rear, reached 
the disbanding [>oinL

did not live In their own homes. With 
few exceptions, tenants pay more In 
gent than It would cost them to buy 
the places In which they live. The 
•wner of rented property must get as 
In r ge a return on Ills Investment ns 
the same money would enrn In In- 
terest, plus a profit to pay him for his 
htbor and the cost of cnrlng for the 
property. This expense Is borne by 
the person who rents the property. 


While the house Itself Is rectangular 
In shape, the dimensions being 24 by 
30 feet 6 Inches, the broad porch 
gives It a fine appearance. The porch 
la 15 by 6 feet, but the Overhanging 
roof makes It appear much larger. 

The design for this house calls for 
only six rooms, but they are what 
might he termed “regular" rooms. The 
living room extends the full Jirendth of 
the house, being 23 by 13 feet. The 
entrance Is In the center, while at one 
end are the stairs leading to the sec- 
ond floor. The fireplace Is built Into 
the Interior wall and has a right angle 
seat on one side. The dining room Is 
reached through glased doors at th# 
right of the Are plaee. Thla Is 12 by 
10 feet, the buffet #ud two wall cases 
being built Into one end. The kitchen, 
occupying the other corner of the 
building Is alap large, 10 feet 0 Inches, 
by 12 feet 6 Inches. The work table 
Is underneath the double wlndowa on 
the side, while there are cases on 
ell her side of It. The rear porch Is 
of the some width ns the kitchen and 
a place Is provided for Icing the Ice 
box without entering the kitchen. 

The second floor plan Is similar to 
the first. The front bedroom Is of the 
same size as the living room, extend- 
ing the width of the house. Adjoin- 
ing It, at the end of a central hall, 
Is the bath room, while there are two 
other bedrooms, one on each of the 
two rear comers^ Closets ore placed 
In each of these rooms. 

The bnsement extends under the 
whole of the house. Here rooms muy 
be built to keep the heating plant sep- 
arate from the other parts of the 
bnsement, which always Is a good plan 
ns It keeps the heat from the family 
food storage room. 


This line of reasoning is logical, but j 
<the one thing that deters most people 
from buying or building a home Is a 
lack of desire to assume the respon- 
sibility of paying for It. When It Is 
considered that a house may be pur- 
chased by paying down a small por- 
tion ot the cost nncj the balance as 
cent, (here Is not so much responsi- 
bility aa most people believe. 

Everywhere tn the country now 
there Is a shortage of available homes. 
Id almost every community this con- 
dition prevails and those who are pay- 
ing rent are finding that the demiyid 
Is causing the property owners to 
charge more and more for the houses 
they own. Thus, whether they will it 
or not, many people have been driven 
by necessity Into building homes for 
themselves, while others are consid- 
ering doing so. 

Selecting a design for a house Is 
vndoubtedly the most Important step 
Id securing a home. Care should be 


This is an exceptionally fine design 
for a house of this kind and size and 
those who build according to It will 
have homes to be proud of. 

There ts every reason why those 
who have been considering building a 
home should do so now. The govern- 
ment Is urging tnnt all building be 
started at once so as to give the re- 
turning soldiers employment Con- 
verting the Industries that were trans- 
formed Into munitions factories dur- 
ing the war Into their peace time state 
also has thrown many persons tem- 
porarily out of employment and build- 
ing is looked to to keep these work- 
ers busy.

When the average woman starts to 
sew Rhe usually finds she has left her 
thimble In the kitchen, that the chil- 
dren took the shears to cut out paper 
dolls, or that If she wants white 
thread, black Is Ihe only color she can 
locate. By the time the necessary sup- 
plies nre collected her zest for the task 
has departed. 

Perhaps she does own n sewing bas- 
ket, hut here everything Is In a Jumble. 
Spools of thread In a basket have a 
maddening habit of unwinding and 
tangling together, while to thrust the 
hand incautiously Into a sewing basket 
Is to Invite a stab from a stray needle. 
On a sewing screen everything has a 
place and It Is easy to keep everything 
In Its place. Any person apt with tools 
can make such a screen by following 
these directions from the United 
States deportment of agriculture. 

The sewing screen illustrated con- 
sists of two panels 28 Inches high and 
13% inches wide, made of 1-Inch by 
2-lneh plank. These mny he folded to- 
gether and each panel Is covered with 
burlap. The pockets are fastened to 
the bottom of encli panel oil the Inside, 
and hooks are placed on the bottom of 
the crosspiece to hold the necessary 
equipment. Pegs or nails are driven 
into the top of one of the crosspieces. 
The drop shelf makes a good work- 
table, and the groove In the top of the 
crosspiece will hold buttons. This 
foldlitg sewing screen Is light In 
weight, requires little space, and enn 
he easily carried to the porch or lawn 
for sewing work.

WASTE NO MEAT FAT 

Beef and Mutton Have Strong 
Characteristic Flavors. 


These May Be Removed by Carefuj Jy 
Clarifying All Suet, and It Will 
Be Suitable for Almost Any 
Cooking Purpose. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The world supply of fats Is low, es- 
pecially the supply of animal fats, and 
It Is necessary that none be wasted In 
this country or Bomeone In the world 
is going to lack this Important food 
substance. 

Much fat Is wasted because of lack 
of knowledge on how to prepure cer- 
tain kinds for cooking purposes. Beef 
und mutton suet have strong charac- 
teristic flavors, but these may he re- 
moved by carefully clarifying all the 
fat and It will sultuhle for almost uuy 
cooking purpose. 

Buet Rendering. 

I*ut the suet through the food grind- 
er. If It has an odor, souk It und udd a 
pinch of soda to it during the render 
Ing. Heat on the back of the stove 
over hot water or In a pun set lu the 
oven until the fat can be squeezed 
from the cracklings. Avoid overheat- 
lug the fat, for this injures its keeplug 
qualities and flavor. Store lu clean tin 
palls or crocks which are covered 
tightly aud aet In a cool place. 

To Clarify Fat. 

Mix boiling water with the cold fat. 
Boll vigorously; allow- the mixture to 
cool and scrape off the Impurities 
which collect ou the lower surface of 
the cake of fat. To remove a slight 
burnt taste or other objectionable 
flavors, melt the fat. add thick slices 
of raw potatoes and lieat gradually 
until It ceases to bubble aud the pota- 
toes have become browD. A suihll pinch 
of bilking sodu whitens the fat aud 
helps to make It sweet. 

To remove the strong odur from 
mutton or chicken fat, heal fat ver*.

How to Make Wood Stain. 

To mnke n good brown stnln for the 
frame, cover three pints of bruised 
green wnlnut hulls with three plntB of 
water and allow to stand for twelve 
hours. Strain through n double cheese- 
cloth and add one ounce of permanga- 
nate of potash. This Rtaln may be 
made In larger quantities and used for 
floor stain. It gives a rich brown floor 
finish. If a Remlwnxy appearance Is 
desired, one quart of paraffin oil can 
be added. Tills Is on the market at • 
reasonable price. 

The darker shades of color will vary 
according to the nmount of dyestuff 
used nnd tlie length of time the mate- 
rial Is soaked or heated In It. 

Colors that hnrmonlzc are: Gray, 
with purple, red, blue, brown or yel- 
low; yellow, with black, purple, blue 
or green ; red, with blnck, blue, gray 
or green ; lavender, with green or 
white ; old rose, with all blues ; brown, 
with blue, mauve or gray; heliotrope, 
with cream ; green, with brown. 

Supply Suggestions. 

The following supplies are conveni- 
ent to hnve at hand In the screen be- 
fore beginning to sew: 

Needles of good mnke and assorted 
sizes. Sizes 7. 8, 9 nnd 10 nre most 
used. 

Thread, also of good mnke nnd as- 
sorted sizes. A spool each of Nos. 50. 
70 nnd 100, and basting thread should 
be on hnnd. 

A plain, substantial thimble. Cellu- 
jr aluminum makes n good, Inex- 
ive thimble; a brass one Is not 
•able, because It may stuln your 
ible finger If It gets moist with 
iplrntlon, and may poison you If 
• ! re Is a sore place on your Unger, 
t pnlr of sharp shears, with hlndes 

out live Inches long, for cutting 
< oth. 

A pair of small, sharp scissors with 
ood points, for cutting threads, re- 
aovtng bastings, etc. 

An abundance of medium-sized, 
sharp-pointed pins. Fine pins are 
easier to use than coarse ones. 

A small pincushion, a tupe measure, 
a few pieces of cardboard to use as 
gauges, a pencil and an emery bag for 
polishing needles nnd smoothing them 
when they become sticky. 


slowly In a double boiler with whole 
milk, preferably sour. Use one-half 
cup milk to each pound of fat. Strain 
the rendered fat througji a cloth nnd 
when It Is set, lift fut from the milk 
which remains. 

When using fat like beef drippings, 
chicken fut, oil or clarified butter, In 
place of butter In cooking, use only 
four-fifths us much ns tire recipe calls 
for butter. These substitutes are prn- 
tlenlly pun* fat, whereas one-fifth of 
butter lu water, curd und suit. 

WHEN BUREAU DRAWERS BIND

The really amusing part of this 
episode, however, yet remains to be 
told. When It was rescued lroin ol) 
livion, through the wit of Butler, ir. 
1663, the reaction against puritanism- 
was at its height, and everything 
which tendered to render the sect, 
so recently all-powerful, either odi - 
ous or ridiculous, was eagerly sough L 
for and implicitly believed. New 
England, and especially the province 
of Massachusetts Bay, was out of 
favor. 

So striking an exemplification of 
Puritan Justice 'was nrit to he dis- | 
regarded. Tho whole absurd fiction I 
ot Morton and Butler was, therefore, 
not only accepted as historical truth, ( 
but the bastard tradition was sol- 
emnly leposltod at the door of the ] 
good people of Boston and Plymouth’ i 
and so the Weymouth hanging pas- 
sod into history hand in hand with 
the famous Blue-Laws of Connecti- 
cut. 

There is*, however, something ir 
lestihly ludicrous in picturing to 
j oneself the horror and dismay* with 
which the severe eiders of the Ply- 
mouth church would have contempla- 
ted tlie saddling of their fame before 
posterity, on the ribald authority of 
the New English Canaan und of Hud 
ibras, with the apochryphal misdeeds 
of Weston’s vagabonds. But so it 
happened, and nearly u century und 
a half later the absurd fiction was 
gravely recorded in bin history by 
Governor Hutchinson, as a part of 
tlie early annals of New England. 

But ft is necessary to return to 
Weston’s colony. We left it face to 
face with famine, deserted by its 
leader, and in terror of the savages; 
in the wish to propitiate whom the 
starving, shivering outcasts had Just 
hung one of their own number in 
front of their palisade. Even this, 
however, did not appease the Indians 
who were now thoroughly restless 
and had begun to conspire together 
all along the coast for the simultan- 
eous destruction of both the infant 
settlements. 

It was Just one year since the Vir- 
ginia niaBsocre, and that tragedy 
seen*ed about to be re-enacted in 
New England. Intimations of the 
impending danger reached the Ply- 
mouth and the Weymouth people at 
about the same time; coming to the 
former through a friendly hint from 
Massasoit, and to the latter from 
the talk of an Indian woman. 

The Indians were now watching the 
W agusset settlement very closely. 
In spite of their terror, the settlers, 
however, lived on in a reckless way, 
j mixing freely with -the savages and 
taking no precautions against sur- 
prise.

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Telephone Rates Increased 

A DDITIONAL revenue is imperatively necessary to meet the heavily 
increased costs of operating the telephone service. The officials 
operating the property of the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company have therefore recommended, and the Postmaster General has 
approved, changes in rate schedules which will apportion the necessary 
increases equitably to all classes of service. 


These changes may be summarized as follows:

DAIRY PROFI TS RIG 

Splendid Returns From Farms In 
Western Canada. 


Production of Butter and Cheeee, Com- 
manding Highest Prices, Increases 

Steadily — Live-Stock Raisers 

at Height of Prosperity. 

Tin Irjrlng Is rapidly nppronrlilnir one . 
of the first positions In Western Cnn- 
nda agriculture. ThlR does not apply 
particularly to nny one of the three 
Western Canada provinces, ns they nil 
participate In the distinction. 

A rophrt recently published hy the 
Alhertn Department of Agriculture 
shows thnt In 11)18, in spile of adverse 
conditions of labor and the high cost 
of feed, there was -no decline In the 
industry. It will be Interesting to 
know thnt the average number of milch 
rows per farm Is 5.0. The total pro- 
duction of crcnmcry butter In the 
provinces In 1018 was 0,100,000, as 
n gainst 8.044.000 pounds In 1017. 

No better evidence of the growth of 
Western Canada can he given than by 
the fact thnt In ten years the produc- 
tion of butter has Increased from 
2.500,000 pounds nnd of cheese from 
88.570 pounds to (150,000 pounds. When 
It Is known that In the production of 
grain so much energy was placed, and 
through which hank deposits were 
Inerensed, homes made comfortnhle, 
farms carefully tilled, It will he real- 
ized that the Increase In dairy produc- 
tion has been remarkable.. During the 
past four years the price to the pro- 
ducer Increased 75 per cent. 

Further evidence of the great Inter- 
est taken In the dairy and livestock 
Industries Is found in recent bull sales. 
At Edmonton the average price of 141 
was $2:11.00; at Calgary 784 head 
were sold, bringing an average price of 
$200.1. "1 ; while at Lneombe 170 hulls 
brought an average of $101 ..14. Snlo.s 
In Manitoba a few days ago gave fully 
as good an nvernge, or better. The 
sales were nttended by farmers from 
nil parts of the country. The high 
prices paid show thnt good stock was 
required, nnd. no matter the price, the 
farmer had the money to pay for it. 
As evidence of this we find that at n 
sale recently held at Carman, Mani- 
toba, buyers were present from all 
parts of the province, besides some 
from Saskatchewan points. Five bend 
of Herefords brought $500 each. A 
Shorthorn hull was sold for $700 nnd 
registered Shorthorn cows brought 
$500 each. 

The establishments of crenmerles 
nnd cheese factories throughout the 
entire West Is on the Increase, nnd it 
will only he within the period of a 
very few years before Western Cnn- 
ndn will occupy n position In the first 
ranks In the dnlry production of the 
continent. 

There Is complete government su- 
pervisions over crenmerles nnd cheese 
factories. The government takes care 
of (he sales, looks after the manufac- 
turer nnd employs ns heads of the In- 
stitutions highly pnld nnd efficient 
managers. 

It may well be said thnt the dnlry 
Industry of Western Canada Is rapidly 
coming Into Its own. At present It Is 
hut an adjunct to the parent or fore- 
most Industry of the country — the 
growing of grain, hut while an ndjunct, 

It Is a highly Important one. The price 
of farm lands Is gradually Increasing, 
but not In the rapid proportion thnt 
has been shown In other countries. 
This rise In price does not materially 
Increase the cost of production, nor 
lessen the profits that may he derived 
from an acre of wheat, outs or barley. 
The advance In the prices of these 
grains bus more than doubled ; the use 
of tracrors has lessened the cost. 

The reports from government sources 
are that the present year will show a 
great Increase in Immigration over the 
past four or five years. The man who. 
has made a tour of Inspection of the 
country will give you the reason. He

Experiences of Member of 364th 
Ambulance Company in 
France and Belgium 

NO MORE WARS FOR OUR BOYS 
No. 71 by C. F. P. 

With the Am. E. F. 

Ceton (Ormc) France, 
Wednesday, Mar, 12, 1911). 

We are still here. Rumors fly 
thick and fast. And again 1 repeat 
the delays seem unreasonable. For 
the boys themselves are getting rest- 
less. Really the last three months 
have been the worst of all our ser 
vice. 

Imagine, if you can, just lying 
around, doing little or nothing, 
getting ready for frequent and almost 
useless inspections. In the rain and 
mud it is hard to keep one’s clothes 
in good shape. Another had feature, 
the billets are such one can soil and 
spoil clothes easily. Yet we are all 
expected to look os if we had just 
stepped out of a band box. Almost 
foolishness. And the hanging around 
just makes one lazy, in a way spoil- 
ing one for work in the future. You 
see it and notice it, but are power- 
less to help yourself. 

Well enough of this preamble, for 
you will think I am way down in 
iny shoes. Not so; my health hnd 
appetite are good, and general con- 
ditions O. K. Just a little restless 
and tired at the delay that Is all. 

Rumors are thick. Some get you 
encouraged up to the top notch; 
then a gloom one will go around. 
However, feel out stay here has now 
simmered down to days only. Will 
see if I am correct. We ara quite 
sure we w’ill sail from St. Nazalre. 

You ask — if I think the new trouble 
in Germany will delay return? 1 
do not think It will or should. The 
Allied forces UBed would be small, 
hence the United States share would 
not be very large. This is now 
handled by the Army of Occupation, 
mostly mude up of Regulars. Hence 
the Nationul Army men are being 
sent home. Would seem as if any 
trouble arising .could hereafter he 


handled by the Regular Army of 
the United States. 

Last Sunday hiked up to the ad- 
joining town of Nogent le Rotron to 
see friend Clarke, what we l>° th feel 
was our last visit together on this 
side. Had dinner at noon at hia com- 
pany mess, and had a good meal a- 
mong the DoughboyR. Part of the 
afternoon was used In visiting the 
chateau de Saint Jean, an old timer 
dated back to 1030, Will enclose 
cards, and one or two drawings I 
wish you to keep for me. They will 
give you considerable Interesting 
data, also you will see that It was 
quite a profitable afternoon. 

That evening we bought a dozen 
eggs, soma fruit, and got a little 
chocolate from Clarke’s kitchen 
and had an interesting little 
su'pper for two at a nearby cafe. 
Clarke Is a good writer, and together 
we are talking of getting out one or 
two booklets on some phase of the 
war, using my snap shots for Illustra- 
tions. The field Is great ; almost un- 
limited. 

Have of course read President Wil-

MRS. HARRIET ROSS NEWELL 

Mrs. Harriet Robb Newell paased 
away on Eaater Sunday morning, 
April 20, at Derry, N. H. Mra. New- 
ell was born at Maidstone. Vt. Dec- 
ember 8th, 1828. She was one of the 
seven children of William nnl Mary 
Ross. In her girlhood Mrs. Newell, 
with many other bright New England 
girls. Including Lucy Larcom; went 
to Lowell nnd ontered the cotton 
milla. Later In life nhe took up nurs- 
ing as a profession and was most 
successful. She wns far ahead of 
her time in her belief and practise 
of hydrotherapy and the fresh-air 
treatment for the ills of the flesh. 
She was an ardent stffragist and 
from its beginning had been a sub- 
scriber to the Woman’s Journal, ed- 
ited by Henry B. Blackwell and Lucy 
Stone.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
CURRENTEVENTS 

Wilson Consents to Compromise 
on the Japanese Claims to 
Rights in Shantung. 

RSAILLES 


Meet Representatives of the Allies and 

Present Credentials — Plan for Try- 
ing Former Kaiser — Great 
Bomb Plot in America At- 
tributed to Radicals. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

In the interest of on early peuce nml 
of the successful organization of the 
league of nutions, President Wilson re- 
laxed last week somewhat from his 
hitherto uncompromising attitude in 
the matter of secret treaties and self 
determination. As n result the contro- 
versy over Kinu-Chnu and the Shan- 
tung peninsula was ended In fuvor of 
Japan, which Is to get all the old Ger- 
man concessions nnd grants. The Chi- 
nese delegation argued and protested 
In vain, and there was an intimation 
that, though It would not withdraw 
from the conference. It would appeal 
to the United States senate. 

Viscount Chindn successfully object- 
ed to the publication of the treaty of 
1915 which was Imposed on China, and 
the two countries will be left to agree 
on the details of carrying out that 
pact and the agreement of 1918. The 
understanding Is that the city of Kinu- 
Chau will be given bnek to China, but 
that Jupan will retain the port privi- 
leges. More important are the rights 
Japan obtains In the Shantung district, 
including the most valuable railway 
and mineral concessions. 

Since Great Britain virtually refused 
to support the American contention In 
favor of China and evidently Intended 
to stand by her Japanese alliance, nnd 
as Japan made It clear thnt If her de- 
mands were rejected she would not re- 
main In either the peace conference 
or the league of nations, there was 
nothing for Mr. Wilson to do but 
yield, and thus one of the most serious 
disputes of the conference was settled. 
The American delegation considered 
the agreement the best possible to he 
obtained, nnd confidence Is felt thnt 
the league of nations will he able to 
protect China’s rights fully in the fu- 
ture. The Japanese military forces 
are to he withdrawn from Shantung us 

speedily ns possible. 

- ■ 

If the Italian controversy can he set- 
tled ss well as this, the pence makers 
may certainly congratulate themselves, 
hut at this writing the end of thnt dis- 
pute is not in sight. The Italian dele- 
gation, returning home, was accorded 
wildly enthusiastic receptions every- 
where. and the parliament gave Pre- 
mier Orlando n vote of confidence, only 
u small group of Socialists opposing. 
It was expected that Orlnndo and his 
colleagues, strengthened by this vote, 
would go hack to Paris and resume 
their efforts to put through the Italian 
claims; hut Wilson. Lloyd George and 
Cletnenceau. according to reports, were 
as firm as ever in the determination 
that Flume should not he given to 
Italy. The probable outcome, it was 
predicted, would he the Interuatlonuli- 
zatlon of that port. 

In his memorandum to Orlando, Mr. 
Wilson said the town of Volpna should 
belong to Italy, and this has raised 
another row. Volpna is an Albanian 
port, and the Albanian delegation said 
Its seizure hy Italy would start a move- 
ment thut would mean the dismember- 
ment of Albania. Already the Greeks 
and Serbians were claiming parts of 
that country, because of Mr. Wilson's 
stand concerning Volpnu. 

Among the minor difficulties of the 
peace conference was a protest by the 
Belgian delegates against the indem- 
nity arrangements. It hud been pro- 
vided that Belgium should receive 
S500.0M0.0U0 us u part of the five bil- 
lions that Germany is to be required 
to pay by the end of next year. This 
U'hk llliflft tUfurtorv to the Belgian* Le- 


cause it left undecided the proportion 
of the total reparation money to be al- 
lotted to them, and the Brussels gov- 
ernment decided Its delegates could 
not sign a treaty thnt did not provide 
for a complete fulfillment of the prom- 
ises mndc Belgium by Iter allies. 

These and several other matters hav- 
ing delayed the completion of the peace 
treaty, It could not be presented to the 
Germans last week, hut this ceremony, 
it was believed, would take place Mon- 
day. The German plenipotentiaries 
arrived at Versailles on Wednesday 
nnd were received by a representative 
of the French foreign ministry with 
cold but carefully studled-out formal- 
ity, after which they were housed in 
ihe Hotel des Reservoirs. On Thurs- 
day they handed over their credentials 
to an allied commission headed hy 
Jules Cnmbon, nnd the same day wit- 
nessed their first formal meeting with 
the allied peace commissioners as rep- 
resented hy a special committee that 
included Americans. 

Though those Germans are culled 
plenipotentiaries, there was some 
doubt last week ns to the adequacy 
of their powers and especially ns to 
their qualifications to speak and act 
for Bavaria. Examination into tills 
matter, It was said, might further de- 
lay the presentation of the peace terms. 
It Is understood the Germuns will he 
given enough time to study the treaty 
and to transmit It to the national as- 
sembly at Weimar, but that Its terms 
would not be subject to nny mnterlnl 
modifications at their demnnd. Should 
the .Germnns refuse to sign the treaty 
their further resistance to the allies 
could be hut little more than passive, 
and doubtless Marshal Focli has ia 
hand full plnns to meet that situation. 
These presumably w*iild Include the 
occupation of more German territory, 
the seizure of more material resources 
and the continuation of the blocknde. 
Prominent Iluns nre quoted dnlly In 
protest against the "hurshness" of the 
terms, which they aver will only throw 
Germany Into the hands of the bolshe- 
vik!. An argument thnt already has 
lost most of Its force. The publication 
of the terms which Herr Erzberger had 
drawn up to be Imposed on the allies 
after their defeat doesn’t tend to In- 
crease the spirit of leniency toward 
the Hudh. for they were planning to 
Impose on France and Belgium the 
most crushing of terms. 

Thnt the former kaiser will he tried 
for at least some of his crimes seemed 
reasonably certain, since the commis- 
sion on responsibility recommended 
thnt he he arraigned before an inter- 
national tribunal “not for an offense 
ngnlnst criminal law, but for a su- 
premo offense ngnlnst International 
morality nnd the sanctity of trentles." 
This decision was reached despite the 
scntlmcntnl protests of the Japanese 
and the painfully technical objections 
of Mr. Lansing. The viewpoint of t lie 
Japanese is easily understandable, 
since for them to admit thut a kaiser 
of Germany is responsible for ills ac- 
tions to anyone short of divinity 
would be knocking off one of the logs 
of their own emperor's throne. Per- 
haps Mr. Lanalng could make his po- 
sition clear to n committee of the 
bar association, hut the luymun cun 
scarcely comprehend it. 

According to the recommendation of 
the commission, offenders of lesser 
rank are to he tried before tribunals 
of the country or countries whose na- 
tionals suffered hy their crimes. The 
German government Is required to fur- 
uish ull documents and information la 
its possession necessary to discover 
the offenders and fix their responsibil- 
ity. The Netherlands government Is 
to he asked to surrender the ex-kalser 
and the German government is called 
on to give up all the other accused 
persons. 

The revised covenant of the league 
of nations was made public Monday 
and at a plenary session of the peace 
conference it was adopted unanimously 
ois motion of President Wilson. He 
first explained to the delegates all the 
changes that had been made and the 
: reasons therefor. Italy was not pres- 
| ent at the meeting, but it was Included 
| among the charter members of the 
league. The French and Japanese 
uraendn ents were offered and dis- 
cussed briefly, but were not pressed 
and the covenant was adopted without 
their Inclusion. Sir James Eric Drum 


niond was made secretary general of 
the league and the representatives of 
Brazil, Belgium, Greece and Spnln, 
were selected temporarily to represent 
tl>e lesser powers. At once began the 
making of plans for the first meeting 
of the league, and It was admitted 
that tills would be held in Washington, 
in October next, in the White House, 
under the presidency of Mr. Wilson. 
At that time the assembly will com- 
plete the organization nnd the next 
session will bo held in Geneva, (tie- 
permanent seat of the league. 

Republican senators who are still 
unsatisfied with the league covenniil 
and they are rather numerous — agreed 
to hold n conference on the question 
as soon ns t lie president issued th* 
call for an extra session of congress. 
They are determined that t tie covenant 
shall he further amended, and some- 
of them favor a plan to try to dis- 
sociate it from t lie peace treaty. The 
Intter. they agree, must not tie unduly 
delayed, nnd they are n unit In de- 
manding the early return of nil Amer- 
ican troops from foreign lands. Half 
a dozen or more of the original op- 
ponents of the league in the senate- 
will support the amended covenant, 
but some of the Republican lenders 
assert that lliere are still 33 on tlio 
list of those who will not accept It. 

Once more we are asked to believe- 
that the bolshevik regime In Russia 
Is waning, nnd according to the story, 
Lenlnc nnd Trotzky have sought in 
vain for assurances of asylum in va- 
rious Europenn countries. Petrogrart 
Is being evacuated by the bolshevlkl, 
any dispatches from Helsingfors, and 
the government is sending awny many 
of the inhabitants. On their western 
nnd northern fronts the soviet forces- 
met with decided reverses, but thelf 
lenders claimed these were c iicr- 
bnlnnced hy gains In the Smith. 

The soviet government of Munich at 
last accounts was still holding out. 
but the city was being closely sur- 
rounded by troops of the German gov- 
ernment nnd the rule of the commu- 
nists, It wns said, was near its end. 
Elsewhere in Germany It was the same 
old story of repeated outbreaks of the 
Spartucuns, street fights nnd riots, and 
strikes. 

The sensation of the week in the 
United States was the uncovering of 
a grisly plot to assassinate leading 
citizens In all parts of the country. 
Several scores of cleverly constructed 
bombs were mailed from New York 
city to members of the cabinet, sen- 
ators, representatives, Judges and 
wealthy men, and only the failure to 
attach sufficient postage prevented the 
murder or maiming of many of the in- 
tended victims. Practically all of 
those whose death was thus sought 
have been concerned in some way 
with the prosecution or deportation 
of members of the I. W. W. and other 
radicals, so the source of the bombs 
is not far to seek. The reds had 
threatened a demonstration oh May 1 
in behalf of q'homas .1. Mooney and 
others convicted of the Han Francisco 
bomb outrage, and Eugene V. Debs, 
when sent to prison for violating the 
espionage act. had voiced n similar 
threat. Investigation showed the 
bombs had been mailed on different 
duys with the evident plan that they 
should he received by the victims on 
the same day. The Socialists denied 
any part in the plot or any knowledge 
of it. hut Its discovery ami the general 
feeling of indignation it aroused result- 
ed iu the suppression of their plnns for 
elaborate May day celebrations In va- 
rious cities. 

Two great disasters occurred last 
week on opposite sides of the globe. 
In Han Salvador there wns a severe 
earthquake which resulted in great loss 
of life and property, though its extent 
is not yet fully known. A large sec- 
tion of Yokohama wns swept hy fire, 
fully 2.000 buildings being destroyed, 
including part of the business district. 

What might be regarded as a disas- 
i ter by many also hit the United States.

Tighten Bolts Here and There 
Around Machine and Make 
Liberal Use of Oil. 


Noises Frequently Occur In Springs 
and Spring Shackles if Neglected 
and Allowed to Run Dry — 
Hoods A.'e Offenders. 


“Squeak, squeak," said the cnr. and 
njrnin It suld “squeak, squeak, squeak," 
while the driver pondered unmention- 
able thoughts. “Tills Is one of the most 
annoying troubles while driving a ear 
that Is otherwise In good condition." 
says William H. Stewart. Jr., presi- 
dent of the Stewart Automobile school. 
“The squeak may not be anything seri- 
ous or it may Indicate a trouble which 
may grow to be dangerous. In any case 
it gives the sensitive motorist uo rest 
until it is removed. 

“If the noise occurs when you apply 
the brakes it is evidently in the brake 
bands, but other places are not so 
readily located. For instance. If the 
car squeaks when you go over water- 
bars and other Jounces the trouble may 
lie in i lie springs, tjie spring shackles, 
the mud guards, fenders, where the 
body rests on the frame, or a multi- 
tude of other places. 

Squeaks in Springs. 

"But squeaks frequently occur in 
springs nnd spring shackles, particu- 
larly If neglected and allowed to run 
dry. in order to prevent this these 
parts should he gone over und thor- 
oughly greased at frequent intervals. 
Jack up the frame to take the weight 
of the car off the springs. Spread the 
leaves apart, one by one. prying them 
open with a cold chisel or a screw 
driver with a metal handle, using a 
medium weight hammer. The process 
will chip off some of the pnlnt, but this 
is unavoidable. Now spread graphite*

LUBRICANT WILL 
STOP SQUEAKING 


Tire air pressure should remnln the 
same winter and summer, says the 
manager of a tire compnny. 

"Many cnr owners Inhor under n 
false Impression regarding the tire 
pressure," he adds. "Tires should not 
he pumped up harder In the winter 
months. Likewise pressure should not 
be reduced In summer because de- 
creases cause the tire to bend more, 
create more friction and nnturully to 
generate bent. Motorists nre Inclined 
to make a complicated matter of In- 
flation. While too little pressure Is 
extremely Important nnd Is undoubt- 
edly the biggest abuse tires nre put 
to. determining the proper air pres- 
sure for tires Is really a simple mat- 
ter. 

"A tire gauge Is not absolutely nec- 
essary. Just stand In front or rear of 
your cnr and observe that the tires 
nre full nnd round, that they do not 
sng noticeably under the weight of the 
car. Proper Inflation Is so Important 
that no chances should he taken. At 
all times the tire should receive the 
benefit of the doubt." 

HOLDS AXLE IN ALIGNMENT 

Adjustable Radius-Rod Support Fash- 
ioned for Certain Car Is 
Easily Attached. 

Broad claims of merit are made for 
an adjustable radius-rod support thnt 
has been fashioned for n certain type 
of light cnr. The device Is intended 
to keep the front axle of the machine 
In proper alignment ’and relieve rirlv- 


greuse between the leuves,. using a 
thln-blnded knife or a hack-saw blade. 
Use cylinder oil mixed with a little 
kerosene to reach in further than you 
can force the grease. This will fre- 
quently stop n squeak that cannot be 
reached by the grense alone. 

"In rare cases the springs will have 
to be taken off and the leuves taken 
upurt to give them u thorough oiling, 
particularly If they have been neglect- 
ed for u year or more and have become 
badly rusted. There is a special tool 
on the market for spreading spring 
leuves. This uiuy be used to advan- 
tage. 

Other Offenders. 

"Hoods nnd mudguards are frequent 
offenders. Inspect the strips of raw- 
hide on which the hood rests. If these 
ure broken or missing they must be re- 
placed. Close down hood and see If it 
touches metul at any pluce. If It 
does a squeak Is sure to develop. 
Stand on the spring hanger or the run- 
ning hoard und shake the cur up und 
down. This will ceause the squeak to 
start, and it is then merely u matter 
of Injecting oil into all places where 
metal or wood may rub together. If 
possible tighten tbe parts und elimi- 
nate the cause. An oil gun, with which 
a heavy oil may be injected with con- 
siderable pressure is a great help. Fol- 
low the whole length of the mud- 
guards, the bottom and sides of the 
hood, the hood fasteners, where run- 
ning board and mudguards join, the 
radiator supports and every likely and 
unlikely place. 

“If the brake band squeaks place a 
little, a very little, grease on drum in 
space where end of brake bauds Join. 
This will be carried Into the lining and 
nelp stop the squeak. But use very 
little, as grease Is not noted for its 
tendency to make brakes hold. 

"Keep at It und try again. Shake the 
car to draw the oil Into the places 
mentioned, snd go over the work again 
and again until success crowus your 
efforts." 

Making Adjustment*. 

Never make adjustments of any 
kind on the engine unless it ts hot. 
This applies as well to carburetor and 
Ignition work as It does to valves or 
other parts.

At- 
tachment of the support Is a simple 
mutter, requiring only u few minutes 
of lubor. 

FOR INCREASE OF AMPERAGE 

Crowd Down Material Near Carbon 
Element With Small Bit of 
Wood and Hammer. 

Increased amperage may be secured 
from purtly run-down dry cells by 
crowding the muterial near the car- 
bon element down with a small bit 
of wood und a hummer. This loosens 
the obstructing material from around 
the carbon and penults free chemical 
uctlon. The asphultutn material may 
be sealed again by the use of a little 
heat. 

FEEDING TOO MUCH CURRENT 

Owner Who Uses Lights and Starter 
Very Little Should Avoid Over- 
charging Battery. 

The man who uses lights Bnd starter 
very little hut does a lot of high-speed 
touring should see to it that he is not 
feeding too much current to the bat- 
tery. Most lighting systems have no 
adjustment for this purpose, aud If *o. 
the car should be taken to the service 
station and the change made. 

MANNER OF SHIFTING GEARS 

Rasping Usually I* Caused by Inequal- 
ity Between the Engine and 
the Clutch Speed.

Mother and Daughter in Partnership. 


(Prepared by tlin United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

In ninny sections, both North and 
South, the mother-daughter clubs or- 
ganized by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture and the stnte ag- 
ricultural colleges arc more popular 
than organizations In which the women 
and girls work separately. It’s a dlfll- 
cult task to stir up much enthusiasm 
In children when their parents are not 
interested In the proposed work. Few 
children succeed In n project about 
which the father and mother arc In- 
different, and thut Is one reason why 
the partnership type of club bus 
proved such u success. Four yenrs ago 
Knnsus had a membership of 82 doing 
mother-daughter work. In 1918, 4,365 
women nnd girls In the state were en- 
guged In this branch of club activity. 

Kansas Club Heads List. 

The Glenwood Mother-Daughter club 
In Wyandotte county, Kansas, which 
started four years ago. Is perhaps the 
best known club of any kind In the 
state, nnd has won first state honors 
for three successive years. In 1916, In 
a club contest where 33 northern and 
western states competed, this club took 
first prize. 

The change in the social conditions 
of the community which has come 
about ns a result of the Glenwood 
club’s efforts has been even more re- 
mnrknble than the canning records. 

One of the fnrmers In this commu- 
nity who was discouraged with fanh- 
lng advertised his farm for sale. A 
few’ months after the organization of 
the mother-daughter club the real es- 
tate man found n buyer who offered 
this farmer his price. But things hnd 
chnnged, nnd Mr. Wouhl-Be-City Dwell- 
er replied : “My farm Is not for sale now. 
My family Is Interested in this mother- 
daughter club business, and there 
would be serious trouble In the family 
If I should try to sell out und leave 
this community.” He did not sell und 
he has not since advertised his farm 
for sale, for living In the country is 
popular In Wyundolte county these 
days. 

The club started with the motto: 
“Let’s do something big ; let’s all muke 
this canning club the best known In 
Kansns,” and It has lived up to It. 
Twenty-two composed the membership 
the Urst year. In 1918, 74 girls und 
women In the Glenwood community 
belonged to the organization. Nineteen 
hundred seventeen was the banner 
year as far as quantity of products 
ennned Is concerned. The 68 members 
put up 11,545 quarts of fruits, meats, 
vegetables and soups. The output lust 


CARING FOR WOOLEN 
GARMENTS IS AN ART 

Skillful Mending Is Means of Pro- 
longing Usefulness. 


Pressing Will Reduce Conspicuousness 
and Helps Keep Clothing in Good 
Condition — Use Moderately 
Hot Iron. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Systematic brushing of your clothes 
every day will lessen expenditures for 
cleaning. Brushing done with u cir- 
cular motion removes loose dirt, re- 
stores the nap and will help remove 
“shine." 

Skillful mending of wool garments 
is another means of prolonging their 
period of usefulness, say home eco- 
nomics experts of the department of 
agriculture. The success of a mend 
depends on maintaining the soft ap- 
pearance of the surface, duplicating 
the weave, and using colors to mutch 
those in the garment. 

Darning Is pratically the only 
method that will fulfill all these re- 
quirements. If the material Is cotton 
In one direction und wool In unother, 
make the darn correspond to the fibers 
itt the original. Identify the weave

Club Insures Reforms. 

The most noteworthy achievements 
of the club, however, are the changes 
that have taken place In the commu- 
nity at large. Before the club was 
started, people living In that vicinity 
were wont to remark regarding any 
proposed public meeting: “No use; 
you can’t get anybody out.” Within 
the short period of one year everybody 
begnn to respond to a notice of n club 
meeting, and the question was: “Where 
are you going to put them all?” 

The country fnrm bureau four yenrs 
ago hnd only one representative In the 
Glenwood community. Now practically 
every home represented In the club Is 
represented In the fnrm bureau. 

The different teams meet regularly 
to hear demonstrations on canning, 
worth-while addresses relating to home- 
making Interests, nnd to enjoy social 
good times. Picnics are held nnu'club 
meetings have become the big even^S*, 
In the community. 

In fact, social conditions there have 
changed completely. The country 
church was falling Into decay four 
years ago. Now It is full of vigorous 
life and has a well-paid minister with 
a burning desire to make country life 
better in Ills community. The four or 
five schools in the community which, 
previous to the club’s organization, 
hnd been Inadequately equipped nnd 
taught, ranked last yenr among the 
best in the country, with the highest 
paid teachers and the best buildings. 
The methods of tenehlng domestic 
science In the schools have been Im- 
proved as a result of the club’s Influ- 
ence. 

A prominent feature of the club 
work has been the exchange of farm 
products. The family which has a sur- 
plus of green corn exchanges perhaps 
with the one which has an abundance 
of cherries or beans. In this way 
every home is supplied with the prod- 
ucts it needs. Choice recipes are also 
exchanged among the members. 

Girls In mother-daughter clubs be- 
come much Interested In home life, and 
In learning to do the homely arts la a 
better way. The wholesome contest In 
the work has tnken much of the 
drudgery out of home canning, and 
the whole family enjoys the products. 
The Interests of the community are 
tied together by such a cluh and its 
members learn to know nnd upprectute 
euch other better.

The first thing to consider 
is the felting property of the wool 
fiber uud the Importance of avoiding 
any method of pressing which will 
cause the garment to shrink und lose 
Its soft and fluffy nuture. Use u mod- 
erately hot Iron and a pressing cloth 
wrung us dry as possible. Pluce the 
cloth on the right side of the garment 
und press until the pressing cloth is 
dry. Remove the cloth, und the sur- 
face of the material will look soft and 
fluffy. The wool material will not be 
entirely dry. Turn the garment uud 
press on the wrong side till dry. If 
pressed ou the right side, the nap or 
fuzzy surface Is pressed down so tight- 
ly that the garment Is shiny. 

Fruit Vinegar. 

Save the fruit parings, boil them In 
Just enough water to cover, strain and 
set away to ferment, uddlug a piece of 
vinegar “mother" or vinegar plant, 
which you can get from a grocer. Add 
the rinsings from fruit Jars to this 
and you will be sure to he supplied I 
with vinegar. ]

We have stayed 
within all day, only going out to 
meals. 

Luckily the large mess hall is al- 
most next door. Wish you could peep 
into the big building at a meal time, 
and witness liow quickly 4,000 or even 
5.000 are served. Arranged similar 
to a model cafeteria, the boys enter 
•he front at both ends, three columns 
wide at each side, w? file down the 
entire length of the shed, and as we 
reach the far end, turn to the left 
or right as the case may ho, toward 
tlie centre, nnd there at the turn, 
all three rows, (six rows in all) are 
served simultaneously. The K. P’s 
are colored boys, always jolly and full 
of burner, who work rapidly. So 
i. takes no time to he served; your 
dish filled up to almost a running 
over point.

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Perfect Weather Conditions Enabled 
Early Seeding and Wheat Has Long 
Been Above Ground In the 
Land of Opportunity.

The greatest optimism prevails 
throughout every district In Western 
Canada. From the eastern boundary 
of Manitoba to the slopes of the Hooky 
Mountains the farmers have been busy 
for three weeks In seeding operations. 
Last fall, even for Western Canada, 
was an exceptional one. Threshing 
wns completed »t an early date a tit I 
the Amount of fall plowing made ready 
for crop from fifteen to twenty-five per 
cent more acreage than In any year In 
the brief history of the country. There- 
fore there wns ready for seeding this 
spring tin acreage away beyond any- 
thing ever before experienced in that 
country. 

On April 20 Calgary (Alta.) report- 
ed Mint In south country points there 
was a notable spirit of optimism 
amongst the farmers there. Moisture 
ami wenther conditions wore good, 
while land In most plncoR wad In the 
best possible condltlou. More tractors 
were being put Into operation than In 
Buy previous year. In some parts of the 
south country, however, there wns a 
marked shortage of labor, hut In the 
consideration of the country ns a 
whole the labor outlook was bright. 

Seeding operations were well under 
way In every part of Western Canada 
by (he fifteenth of April. The practice 
of the farmers In that country Is to 
commence as soon as the frost Is out 
of the ground enough to allow the few 
Inch seed bed to he worked up well.

These spring wheat conditions rep- t 
resent but one of the reusons why 
Western Canada has been able to 
produce, with so little effort, world’s 
record grain crops, wheat and oats 
that huve carried off all champion- 
ship awards at America’s largest ex- 
positions.

New York, May 8. — An official sum- 
mary of the pence treaty delivered lo 
the German delegates at Versailles by 
representatives of the associated pow- 
ers was tnnde public here by the com- 
mittee on public Information. It fol- 
low : 

Paris, May 8. — The treaty of pence 
between the 27 Rallied nnd associated 
powers on the one hand and Germany 
on the other was handed to the Ger- 
man plenipotentiaries at Versailles. 

80,000 Words in Pact. 

It Is the longest treaty ever drawn. 
It totals about 80.000 wordH, divided 
Into 15 main sections, and represents 
the combined product of over 1.000 
exports working continually through a 
series of commissions for the three 
and a half months since January 18, 
the treaty printed In parallel puges of 
English and French, which are recog- 
nized as hnving equal validity. 

Does Not Deal With Foe's Allies. 

It does not deal with questions nf- 
fectlng Austria, Bulgarin and Tsrkey 
except In so far as binding Germany 
to accept nny agreement reached with 
those former allies. 

Following the preamble nnd deposi- 
tion of powers comes the covenant of 
the league of nntlons us the llrst sec- 
tion of the treaty. 

The frontiers of Germnny In Europe 
nre defined In the secoltd section ; Eu- 
ropean political classes given In the 
third; European political clusses in 
the fourth. Next are the military, 
naval and air terms, us the fifth sec- 
tion, followed by a section on prison- 
ers of war and military graves, and a 
seventh on responsibilities. Repara- 
tions, financial terms and. economic 
terms ure covered in sections eight to 
ten. Then comes the neronuutlc sec- 
tions, ports, waterwuys and railwuys 
section, the labor covenant, the sec- 
tion on guarantees and the final 
clauses. 

Restores Alsace-Lorraine. 

Germnny, by the terms of the trenty, 
restores Alsace-Lorraine to France, ac- 
cepts tlie Interna tlonalizutlon of the 
Saar basin temporarily and of Dunzlg 
permanently, agrees to territorial 
changes toward Belgium and Denmark 
nnd In east Prussia cedes most of up- 
per Silesia to Poland, nnd renounces 
all territorial and political rights out- 
side Europe ns to her own or allies’ 
territories, and especially to Morocco, 
Egypt, Slum, Llbertu und Stuntung. 
She also recognizes the total independ- 
ence of Germnn-Austrla, Czecbo-Slo- 
vakln and Poland. 

Must Pay for Damages. 
Germany accepts full responsibility 
for all damages cuused to allied and 
associated governments and nationals, 
agrees specifically to reimburse all ci- 
vilian damages beginning with un In- 
itial payment of 20,000,000,000 murks 
($5,000,000,000), subsequent payments 
to be secured by bonds to be issued at 
the discretion of the reparation com- 
mission. Germany is to pay shipping 
damage on a ton-for-ton basis by ces- 
sion of a large part of her merchant, 
coasting and river fleets and by new 
construction; and to devote her eco- 
nomic resources to the rebuilding of 
devastated regions. 

She ugrees to return to the 14 most- 
favored nations tariffs, without dis- 
crimination of sort ; to allow allies und 
associated nationals freedom of tran- 
sit through. 

Must Agree to Trial of Kaiser. 

She ugrees to uccept highly detailed 
provisions us to prewar debts, uufulr 
competition, internutionullzutlou of 
roads und rivers, and other economic 
and financial cluuses. 

She also agrees to the trial of the 
ex-kulscr by an International high 
court for u supreme offense ugalust in- 
ternational morullty and of other na- 
tionals for vhrlutlou of the laws and 
customs of war, Holland to be asked 
to extradite the former, and Germany 
being responsible tyjr delivering the 
latter. 

Must Accept League. 

The league of nations Is accepted by 
the allied and associated powers as 
operative and by Germany in principle, 
but without membership. Similarly, 
an International labor body is brought 
Into being with a permanent office Hnd 
an annual convention. A great num- 
ber of commlaaiona for different pur- 
poses are created, some under the 
league of nations, some to execute the 
peace treaty. Among the former is 
the commission to govern the Saar 
basis till a plebiscite U held 18 years 
hence, the high commissioner of Dan- 
sig, which la created into a free city 
under the league, and various commis- 
sions for plebiscites in Malmody. 
Schleswig and east Prussia. Among 
those is carry out the peace treaty are

Army Cut to 100,000. 

Her army Is reduced to 100,000 men. 
Including officers; conscription within 
her territories Is abolished ; all forts 
forty kilometers east of the Ithlne 
razed, and all importation, exportation 
and nearly all production of war ma- 
terial stopped. Allied occupations of 
parts of Germnny will continue till 
reparation Is made, but will be reduced 
at the end of three five-year periods 
If Germany is fulfilling her obligations. 
Atiy violation by Germnny of the con- 
ditions ns to the zone 50 kilometers 
east of the Rhine will be regarded un 
an act of wur. 

Navy to Six Battleships. 

The German navy Is reduced to six 
battleships, six light cruisers and 12 
torpedo boats, without submarines, 
and a personnel of not over 15.000.

Germany Is forbidden 
to build forts controlling the Itnltlc, 
must demolish Helgoland, open the 
Kiel canal to all nations nnd surren- 
der her 14 submarine cables. She 
may have no military or naval air 
forces except 100 unarmed seaplanes 
until October 1 to detect mines, and 
may manufacture aviution material for 
six months. 

Agreement of Allies Stated. 

It states that : Rearing In mind that 
on the request of the then imperial 
German government un armistice waa 
granted on November 11, 1918, by the 
five allied and associated powers In 
order that a treaty of peace might 1m 
concluded with her, and whereus the 
ullled and associated powers belnr 
equally desirous that the war In which 
they were successfully Involved dirert- 
ly or indirectly nnd which originated 
in the declaration of wnr by Austria- 
Hungary on July 28, 1914. and against

Sect km L League of Nation*. The 
covenant of the league of nation* con 
atltutes section 1 of the peace treaty, 
which places upon the league many 
specific duties Ut addition to lla gen 
eral duties.

Ons Concern Advances 25 Per CenL 
More If Repainting Is Dona 
Every Five Years. 


Does It pay to paint carefully farm 
buildings? Does it add to the selling 
value of a farm when buildings are 
properly kept up and regularly paint- 
ed? A careful inquiry of a number of 
leading bankers In the Mtoslaslppl val- 
ley, Including such states as Iowa, mi- 
nds, Michigan, Ohio, Indiana and Mis- 
souri, reveals the feet that In nearly 
every case the bankers did not hesi- 
tate to say that they would lend all the 
way from 5 to 50 per cent more on 
land where farm buildings were well 
painted and kept In good condition. 
They maintain that well kept-up and 
well painted buildings and fences are 
an Indication of thrift and that the 
thrifty farmer la a good diem, and to 
him money can be safely loaned. An 
average of the returns {Torn these 
bankers shows that the Increased loan 
value because of painted buildings la 
around 22 per cent 

Some of these bankers make Inter- 
esting comment. A Michigan concern 
ku.vh that, while not especially pre- 
pared to advise definitely In response 
to this Inquiry, the officers would loan 
more money on farms where buildings 
were painted than where they were 
not so treated. This bank also finds 
that where houses, bams and fences 
are well taken care of the farm is a 
profitable priqiuffUloa, and bankers In 
general consider the farmer a good 
client. Another Michigan bank says 
“farm buildings out of repair and 
needing paint Indicate that the owner 
Is slow pay." Such farms are rated at 
about one- third of the assessed value 
for loans. Where the farm buildings 
are In good shape the rating Is one- 
halt The president of a middle west- 
ern bank says that when real estate 
loans are considered, painted buildings 
are always taken into consideration In 
making an estimate The general ap- 
pearance of tho property surrounding 
the boose and barn and also the fields 
and fences would be carefully observ- 
ed. He further says that he has no 
hesitancy tn saying that he would ah-, 
kolutely refuse a loss on farms where 
the buildings were not kept up and 
well painted. In bis Judgment un- 
paid ted farm buildings would reduce 
the loan value at least 28 per cenL 
A Minnesota hanker ears that he fe 


borrowed would be larger. 

Illinois bank does not hesitate to say 
that It would loan fully 50 per cenL 
more on a farm where buildings were 
well painted and In good order than 
wbere they were not The vice presi- 
dent, who answers the Inquiry, goes 
on to say : “There probably are many 
farmers good financially and morally 
who permit their buildings to remain 
nnpalnted. but as a rule the most sub- 
stantial people who live in the coun- 
try keep their buildings well painted." 

An lows bank, through Its vice pres- 
ident, states that It would make a dif- 
ference of at least 25 per cent. In fa- 
vor of the fann with painted build- 
ing*. Another Iowa concern says that 
It would make a difference of at least 
20 per cenL 

All this being true, It Is perfectly 
evident (lint It Is a good business prop- 
osition to keep the farm buildings well 
painted. They not only look better 
and are more pleasing to the owner, 
but the farm would Bell to better ad- 
vantage, the loan value of the property 
would be greatly Increased and the 
buildings themselves would last much 
longer and need less repair. — The 
American Agriculturist.

Fnrin-to-fariu collection of freight 
on motortruck crates Is practiced on 
short rural routes where comparative- 
ly few stops are ordlnurily made. Such 
collection Is costly both in time and 
gasoline and lienee necessitates high- 
er rates. The cross roads collection 
system Is popular also, the shippers 
centralizing their produce at certain 
points where it can he loaded on the 
trucks. The central assembling 
method where the shippers concen- 
trate their freight at one point or 
where a lighter, uuxillury truck col- 
lects and delivers it Is worthy of trial, 
as it possesses many efficient features. 
The delivery of the goods ut their des- 
tinations may he handled very satis- 
factorily In a similar manner. 

Must Keep Accounts. 

The Rinall-seale truck line usually 
collects the churges when the freight 
Is accepted, while the more elaborate 
systems which haul regularly for dif- 
ferent patrons 6ubmll weekly or 
monthly hills. It is essential that 
each truck operutor, no mutter bow 


simple his system, should keep a rec- 
ord of his expenses. The bureau ol 
markets in un Investigation of over OC 
rural motor routes, ascertained thal 
many operators who kept no account* 
thought they were making a profit 
when, as a matter of fact, they were 
gradually exhausting their original In- 
vestment for current expeuses. 

Must Practice Economy. 

Rural hauling by motor Is limited 
and restricted by the operation costa 
as compared with those of railroads, 
electric Hues aud boat routes. The 
truckman must practice every possible 
economy In order to minimize his ex- 
peuses which will be reflected In hla 
charges. Truck routes ure only adapt- 
ed to sections in which the roads are 
good, as poor roads ure an insurmount- 
able olistacle to motor freighting. Fur- 
thermore, truck operators must be 
financially responsible for the goods 
they carry. Consequently they should 
bo protected by adequate Insurance 
It Is only by such practices that a per- 
manent ami certain business can be 
developed.

On Account of Location Joint la Neg- 
lected More Than Any Other Part 
of Car — Engine la Blamed for 
Difficulty. 

Pity the Borrows of the poor uni- 
versal joint. Compelled to struggle on 
alone, out of sight and out of mind striv- 
ing to overcome friction when neglect- 
ed, shocked almost to the breaking 
point by contact of the rear wheels, 
with water bars and mud holes, wrench- 
ed unmercifully by sudden use of the 
clutch — still It stands up under the 
strain. Study Its needs and attend to 
them, nnd you will be repaid a hun- 
dredfold, writes an expert in an ex- 
change. 

The purpose of a universal Joint Is 
to deliver power from one shaft to 
another when out of Hue or at a 
varying angle. The forward end is 
fastened to the spline shaft In the gear 
box and the rear end to the propeller 
shaft going to the differential and 
rear axle. Some manufacturers place 
another universal Joint neur the differ- 
ential. The two shafts are rarely In 
line, so some sort of a flexible coupling 
Is necessary, aud the present high- 
grade Joint has been devised. 

Shafts Kept Moving. 

The gear box rises and falls with 
the spring action, but the rear axle 
follows the contour of the road. Thus 
the two shafts are continually moving 
out of line and Hit* need of a flexible 
Joint Is quite apparent. The angle is 
never very great, because any depar- 
ture from a straight line loses power. 
When the car is properly loaded with 
passengers the line will lie found to 
be very nearly, If not quite, straight. 

on account of its Incation the Joint 
is often neglected probably more than 
any other part of l lie car. It is a 
dirty job to grease or even to inspect 
it. and so It Is neglected until the 
engine is unable to pull the usual hills 
on high gear. Frequently the engine* 
Is blamed for this, whereas the fault 
Is entirely due to lrictiou in llio uni- 
versal joint, gears, and differential. 
Long before this trouble arises the 
joint should be lubricated. 

The old types were covered with a 
leather hoot difficult to remove. Hut 
the present type is completely incused 
in metal with a convenient plug for 
greasing. Of course a grease gun 
must be used and tin* lubricant forced 
in nt different angles. Use a light 
gear-case compound, one that will 
reach every part readily. 

Avoid Cup Grease. 

Do not use a cup grease, ns It will 
not work Into the joints, but will 
squeeze out and jia.v out. This also 
applies to the lubricant used In gears 
and differential. It must be of a con- 
sistency to run In between the gears 
as fast ns It Is forced out. 

Now give a good look ut the bolts 


holding the flnncea together nnd yen 
may lenrn something to your advan- 
tage. Sometimes a bolt will loosen, 
throwing extra strain on the others 
The Joint loosens up and the bolts 
brenk. Put a wrench on them occa- 
sionally or, better still, hnve them se- 
cured by heavy hall wire. This will 
prevent them from turning. 

TO STRAIGHTEN GARAGE DOOR 

Suggestion Given Widely Is Better 
Than Planing Off Bottom to 
Prevent Sagging. 

Here Is n suggestion for straighten- 
ing a garage door thnt has begun to 
sag which Is better thnn the ordinary 
method of planing off the bottom. 
Drive two heavy nnlls In opposite cor- 
ners of the door und run some lengths 
of heavy wire between them. Slip a 
couple of blocks of wood under the 
wire nnd then take another spike and 
use It as a tumhuckle In the center 
of the wire. This will draw the bot- 
tom of the door up, so that It will fit 
Its frame properly. Finally drive the 
turnbuckle spike in the center of the 
door and the cure for sagging will be 
perniunent.

TO FIX BROKEN INSULATION 

Injury May Be Quickly and Easily Re- 
paired by Using a Small Quan- 
tity of Tar. 

AVhen on the road It Is found that 
wiring Insulation is broken with till Us 
attendant troubles, the injured insula- 
tion may he quickly and ensily repaired 
by ttslng a small quantity of the tur 
which Is to be found on top of the 
battery. Melt the tur, uud while It Is 
hot spread it over the break in the 
Insulation and cover the whole Job 
with a piece of cloth. Of course, If 
electrician’s tape Is at hand this may 
he used to repair the break; indeed, 
tlilt is precisely the sort of service for 
which the tape Is intended.

KNITTERS .ATTENTION 

A meeting of the heads of the 
knitting departments connected with 
the Red Cross was called at the 
rooms 142 Berkeley street, Boston, 
on Tuesday. There is a great need 
of knitting and they beg all who 
go away on a summer vacation to 
take quantities of yarn to knit dur- 
ing the season, and all are earn- 
estly requested to help in this work 
whether at home or aboard. 

Don’t leave knots in the stockings 
when the wool has to be joined; 
leave ends and run them in with 
a worsted needle so there will be 
no ridge. 25,000 pairs of stockings 
have had to be pulled out and knit 
over on account of knots and also 
the tight casting on the needle 
when commencing the stockings. 

Cast stitches very loosely, and 
on the childrens sweaters the necks 
are too small they must measure 
18 inches to go over any childs 
head, and those also are cast so 
tight on tlie needle as to be al- 
most useless, they have to be pul- 
led out. 

Please bear in mind these few 
things: First, knit all you can. 
Second, cast all stitches loosely 
and also bind off loosely. Third, 
leave no knots as children’s feet 
are tender and the knots ale hard. 
Those directions carefully followed 
will bring about the desired •result.

In selecting the design for • home, 
great care should be exercised, as few 
families hulld more than once. Every 
need of the family should be carefully 
considered before the contract Is let, 
and then the material specified should 
he of the best quality. While this 
entails a little more expense, It pays 
In the long run, as the upkeep cost 
will he lower. 

Just now home building Is upper- 
most In the minds of all people who 
1 have been considering building during 
the last two years. The government, 
through the United States department 
of labor. Is urging home building, not 
only because there Is an unusual short- 
age of places for people to live, but 
because the work Is needed to keep 
labor fully employed while the Indus- 
trial activities of the country are bo- 
Ing restored to a peace time basis. 

While It costs more to build now 
thnn It did five years ago, the prices of 
building materials have not risen In 
proportion to the costs of other neces- 
sities of life. Onreful analysis of the 
situation shows that this Increase In 
about 37 per cent, while the costs of 
other necessities have risen 100 or 
more per cent.

A shelf filled with conned fish nntl 
meat Is the best 'means known to fill 
a housewife with confidence when an 
emergency arises. With the main dish 
ready except for rehentlng, meals for 
unexpected guests lose their terror. 

Fruit was for many years the only 
food product canned by housewives, 
but vegetables, meat, soup, and fish as 
well have been canned with success 
the last few years In thousnuds of 
homes. 

Canning Fish and Other Sea Foods. 

Do not attempt to enn flsli unless 
sure they nre absolutely fresh. As 
soon ns fish nre caught It Is well to 
kill them with a knife and let the 
blood run out. Scale the fish. Re* 
move entrails and the dark meuArane 
that In some fish covers the abdomi- 
nal cavity. For small fish the back- 
bone may be left In. For the larger 
fish remove the backbone nnd utilize 
It with what meat adheres to It fqr 
making fish chowder. In order to 
draw out all blood before canning, 
place the fish In brine made In the 
proportion of one ounce of snlt to a 
quart of water. Let it soak from ten 
minutes to one hour, according to 
thickness of the fish. Do not use the 
brine more thnn once. If fish meat Is 
loose or soft, It can be hardened by 
soaking In brine strong enough to 
llont a potato. Time will vary, ac- 
cording to thickness of fish, from a 
few minutes to one hour. 

For plain canning remove the fish 
from the brine, drain well, nnd cut 
Into can lengths. Pack closely In the 
can to within one-half Inch from top. 
Add a small amount of snlt (about 
one-third ♦<> one-half teaspoon). Do 
not fill the can with boiling water to 
within one-half Inch of top. Cnp, 
place the cans in the steam-pressure 
onnner, and exhaust for ten minutes at 
ten pounds of steam pressure. Open 
the petcock and let steam escape, re- 
move the cover, and take out the enns. 
Wipe the tops of the cans nnd o. 
Return to the dinner and process; 
No. 2 enns, sixty minutes at 230 di*- 
grees Fahrenheit, or fifteen pounds of 
steam pressure. 

For full directions on the cnnnlng 
of fish write the United States de- 
partment of agriculture for circular 
on ‘‘Canning of Meats and Sea Foods 
With Steam-Pressure Canner.” 

Canning Fried Fish. 

Clean the fish and remove entrails. 
Split along the back and remove the 
backbone. Place In suit water strong 
enough to float an Irish potato. Leave 
lu this brine, aecordltig to the thick- 
ness of the meat, from ten minutes to 
one hour to draw out the blood anil 
harden the meat. , Drain, wipe, dry. 
and cut In pieces that can pass through 
can openings. Dip Into beaten egg or 
comment (may be omitted) and put 
Into frying basket. Fry In deep fat 
until nicely browned. Drain well nnd 
place the pieces on coarse paper to 
absorb excess of fat. Pack Into No. 2 
cans (lnsldt-lacquered cuns best) to 
within one-half Inch from top of can. 
Do not add any liquid. Cap and ex- 
haust eight minutes, tip, and process: 
No. 2 cutis, one hour and thirty min- 
utes at 230 degrees Fahrenheit, or 
fifteen pounds of steam pressure. 

Fish Chowder in Cans. 

The backbones cut out-of large fish, 
with what meut udberes to them. *he 
cleaned heads, and other AhIi scraps 
may he used for flsli chowder. 

Put over the fire In fold water — Just 
enough to cover — and cook until the 
meat can easily be removed from the 
bones. Tuke up the fish and remove 
the hones, strain the fish soup, and 
return It with the picked fish meat to 
kettle. Add diced onions, diced pota- 
toes, butter, mid white pepper to taste. 
Simmer until the vegetables are hulf- 
done. Salt to taste. Pack hot lu cans, 
cap. tip and process: No. 2 cans, 43 
minutes at 230 degrees Fahrenheit, or 
I fifteen pounds of steam pressure. 

Oysters in Containers. 

In calming oysters be sure they are 
absolutely fresh, have not “soured” 
and contain none that are spoiled. It 
is therefore best to open the oysters 
by band and reject any oysters where 
the shell is partly open, us this is a 
sign that the oyster In this particular 
I shell is dead and unfit for use. Rinse 
I the oysters to be sure no pieces of 
shell or grit are put Into Die cans. 
Pack sixteen ounces of oyster meut 
in a No. 2 cau and fill with boiling 
brine (made In the proportion of oue* 
quarter pound of salt to five quarts 
of water) to within out- half Inch 


from top of can. Cap and exhnusf ten 
minutes at (Killing temperature (212 
degrees Fahrenheit). This may l-o 
done by placing the cans In the steam- 
pi essure canner, with boiling water In 
bottom of retort. Keep It boiling, put 
on the lid lint lonvV the petcock open, 
so steam may escape. Tip and process 
No. 2 cans 33 minutes at 240 degrees 
Fahrenheit, or ten pounds of steam 
pressure. 

Putting Clams In Cans. 

If the clams nre muddy, wash be- 
fore opening. After opening, discard 
all broken or discolored clams. Do not 
can the dams unless they nre abso- 
lutely fresh. Weigli out the amount 
of solid meats, after draining, that Is 
to go Into eacli can — about eight 
ounces of meat for a No. t can, six- 
teen ounces for n No. 2 can. Fill the 
can to within one-hnlf Inch from top 
of can with a hot brine made by 
boiling one pound salt to five gallons 
of water, pap and exhaust ten min- 
utes nt boiling temperature (212 de- 
grees Fahrenheit), tip nnd process No. 
1 cans thirty minutes at 240 degrees 
Fahrenheit, or ten pounds of steam 
pressure. Use only Inside-lacquered 
cans. 

Making and Canning Clam Broth. 

Open large fresh clams and place 
them In a kettle with all their liquid. 
Add enough cold water to cover the 
clams. Add a few stalks of celery. 
Place on t lie fire nnd let boll for ten 
minutes. Season with salt and pepper 
to taste nnd add a tnhlespoon of but- 
ter for each 30 to 00 large clams. 
Strain nnd fill hot Into inside-lacquered 
cans. Cnp, tip nnd process No. 2 cans 
forty minutes nt 230 degrees Fahren- 
heit. or fifteen pounds of steam pres- 
sure. 

PUT RABBIT IN MINCEMEAT 

Important Ingredient for Delicacy 

Has Been Blacklisted Because of 
High Cost of Beef.

Mincemeat, that toothsome filler for 
files, has been lilnckllsted Hip last 
yar ir two by economical house- 
keepers heenuse of the high cost of 
beef, an important Ingredient In tills 
delicacy. Numerous “meatless mince- 
meat” recipes have been concocted 
but to the discriminating, mincemeat, 
to have the real flavor, needs meat. 
The members of n Mnther-Dnugliter 
club In Washington county, Kansas, 
are enjoying genuine mincemeat pleH 
tjils winter nnd at the same time they 
are enjoying the feeling of having 
been economical. Rabbits are plenti- 
ful In certain parts of Kansas nnd 
this club decided to use rabbit meat 
ill place of beef In their old mince- 
meat recipes. The pie filling which 
resulted Is suld to he satisfactory 
In every way. with a genuine mince- 
meat flavor. And once more mince- 
meat Is reckoned a household neces- 
sity In Washington county Instead of 
a luxury.

ECONOMY CORNER. 


To Make Sewing Silk Run Evenly. 

When the silk thread on the ma- 
chine run* off the Rpool too fn*t, and 
muse* It to tighten around the spin* 
die, cat n piece of blotting paper or 
thick cloth, make a hole In the cen- 
ter and slip on the spindle before the 
*pool, and you will have no more trou- 
ble. 

Cutting Bias Banda. 

An excellent way to cut and point 
bias hands In In the following man- 
ner: With a ruler and Komethlng 
which will mark the cloth — chalk for 
dark colors and a hard pencil for 
light are good If not used too heavily 
— mark the hands on the material. 
Then cnrefully Join the two ends of 
the cloth so that the chalk lines ex- 
actly meet, only have tho first line 
on one end meet the second on the 
other, thus forming a splrnl. Stitch 
on the machine; then with n needle 
and thrend put a few secure stitches 
each side of the marks to stay the 
stitching. With shnrp scissors begin 
at the place where the first band ex- 
tends beyond the second, and cut 
round and round, following the chalk 
line, until the whole Is cut Into one 
place all perfectly joined. 

An Economical Way to Braid. 

A simple and economical way to 
braid Is to truce the design oil tissue 
puper, then bnste to the material that 
Is to be braided. Proceed to sew on 
the braid, sewing through both paper 
und material, until the design has been 
all covered with the braid, after which 
remove the paper by carefully tear- 
ing It off. The paper Is a protection 
to delicate material while brnldlng, 
although It works equally ns well on 
dark material. 

An excellent substitute for button- 
holing Is found In the use of the fa- 
miliar coronation braid. It may be 
whipped along uny edge where but- 
tonholing Is commonly used. This In 
suggested for garments made of In- 
expensive mnterlal for general use. 

One Way to Save Time. 

Here is a sensible method of tag- 
ging the contents of a plecebag. On 
the outside of the bag fasten the larg- 
est procurable safety pin. Attach sam- 
ples to this pin of every remnant that 


goes Into the hag. A great amount of 
time and pntlence Is saved by thlt 
simple device, for one can aee at a 
glance Just what the hag contains. 

An Embroidery Hint. 

When mnklng the round holes for 
eyelet embroidery put a piece of sonp 
under the fabric, and allow the stil- 
etto to pierce through It When the 
stiletto la withdrawn It will, being 
soapy. Impart a alight stiffness to the 
material, which facilitates the making 
of very even, perfect embroidery. 

Strew natural flowers on the cloth 
to be embroidered, remove them on© 
at a time, drawing their outlines, to 
be filled with silks, In natural colon. 

A Hair Ribbon Idea. 

There arc some little girls who still 
cling to the hair ribbon, usually be- 
tween the ages of eight and twelve, nf- 
ter the boh nnd before they think It 
time to put up their hnir. And these 
same little girls like dashing things In 
hair ribbon, especially for dress-up 
time. What about embroidering them, 
then? Lovely things can be done with 
hnir ribbons. On dainty white, blue 
und pink backgrounds pretty sprays of 
silken flowers will be appropriate for 
party sets, hair-ribbons nnd sashes to 
wear over the light wash frock of ba- 
tiste or net. On darker ribbons bright- 
er nnd more conventional motifs will 
he In order. Maybe the little girl will 
like to do this embroidering herself.

would have rung with war-whoopp 
and the feeble colony could scarcely 
have survived the ordeal of blood 
trending hard on that of famine. 
Standiph crushed out the danger In 
the incipient stage. 

By ruthlessly murdering seven men 
here established the metal ascendency 
of the whites, and so saved the lives 
of hundreds, lie stopped the war 
before it begun, a.d deferred it to 
another generation. In so doing, the 
I’uritnn captain revealed the instinc- 
tive sagacity of a tfue soldier,— he 
struck so that lie did not have to 
strike twice: lie cowed the savages 
at Weymouth and for years peace 
was secured for Plymouth. 

Ml this took place in March, and 
siiogjly after the unfortunate Mr. 
Weston arrived on the coast of Maine 
seeking news of his colony, lie there 
heard of its ruin and, with one or 
i wo mrn, started in a small boat 
for Wessagusset. II is ill-fortune per- 
sued him. Overtaken by n storm lie 
was cast away near where Newbury- 
port now stands, and barely saved 
his life only to fall Into the hands 
of the savages, who stripped him to 
his shirt. Ho succeeded however, in 
finding his way back to the llshing 
stations in Maine and thence to Ply- 
mouth. 

The people there received him 
i kindly, and loaned him some beaver- 
skins on which to trade: and again 
lie returned to the eastward. There 
he .found li is smaller vessel, the 
Swan, and some of his people. 

Afterwards lie seems to have been 
both very adventurous and very lin- 
| fortunate. He made frequent voyages 
to Virginia, and now and again flits 
across the page of Plymouth history 

-in debt, in trouble, in arrest. Fi- 
, nally lie returned to England, where, 
long afterwards during the wars of 
1 Cromwell, he died of the plague at 
Bristol.

Leaving some Indian 
women, who happened to be in the 
stockade, in charge of a portion of 
li it. own men and of t lie settlers, he 
took one or two of the latter and the 
remainder of Ills own force, and 
started in pursuit. 

He had gone no great distance when 
a file of Indians was seen advancing. 
Ilotli parties hurried forward to se- 
cure the advantage of a rising ground 
near at hand. Staiidish got to it first 
and the savages at once scattered, 
sheltering themselves behind trees 
and discharging n flight of arrows 
at their opponents. The engagement 
was. however, very brief, for Hob- 
bamock, throwing off big coat, rushed 
at his countrymen, who incontinently 
tied to the swamp: one only of the 
party being injured, a shot breaking 
his arm. Further pursuit was una- 
vailing. so Standish returned to the 
stockade, from which lie caused the 
Indian women to he dismissed un-

Standish asserted his readiness to 
hold tile place against all the Indians 
of the vicinage with half the force 
of the Weston party, but they were 
not Stantlishes, nor did they feel any 
call to heroism. So, the choice being 
given to them, they divided, — one 
portion, on board the Swan, following 
Sanders t otho coast of Maine, while 
the rest accompanied Standish home 
and east in their lot among the Ply- 
mouth people. 

Standish supplied those on hoard 
the Swan with a sufficiency of corn 
whereon to sustain life, and saw them 
safely leave the harbor and hear away 
to .the north and east; then ho him- 
self. earring with him the head of 
Wituwamat, to ornament the Ply- 
mouth block-hduse as a terror to all 
evil-disposed savages, sailed prosper- 
ously home. 

Thus, in 'failure, disgrace and blood- 
shed ended the first attempt of a 
settlement at Weymouth. Ill-con* 
cieve, ill-executed, ill-fated, it was 
probably saved from utter extirpat- 
ion only by the energetic interference 
of the Plymouth people. And these 
last not unjustifiably indulged in some 
grim chuckling over the speedy down- 
fall of those who had thought to 
teaeli them how to subdue a wilder- 
ness. « 

Three men only remained behind 
at Wessagusset. Ouo of these had 
domesticated himself among the sav- 
ages; the other two, ill defiance of 
orders, had straggled off to an Indian 
settlement where they had been left 
by a con\nanion on the day of the 
engagement. All three were put to 
denth by the savages, probably with 
that reflnment of cruelty which dis- 
tinguished Indian executions; for, 
afterwards, in speuking of their fate, 
one iif the savages said. “When we 
killed your men they cried and niudo 
ill-favored faces. 

When good old John Hobinson, at 
Leyden beard of the Wessagusset 
killing be wn« sorely moved. He 
wiote out to his flock a letter of 
gi ntle cuution in respect to the rough 
ways of Captain Miles Standish, who, 
though the aged pastor loved him. 
he yet intimated was one i»erchance 
“wanting that tenderness of the life 
of man which is meet.” He also re- 
ferred to the Wessagusset settlers 
as “heathenish Christians," and ex- 
claimed in reference to Pecksuot and 
Wituwamat, "Oh! how happy a thing 
hud It been if you hud converted some 
before you had killed any.” 

Nevertheless, rough as lip was, the 
Plymouth people tlu*n stood in greater 
need of stern Miles Standish than 
of gentle John Hobinson. The times 
were not meet for works of conver- 
sion, nor were Pecksuot und his 
friends favorable subjects therefor. 

In the light of the Virginia exper- 
ience of 1622. and of the New Eng- 
land terror during the war of King 
Phillip, posterity must concede that 
the severe course of Miles Standish 
here in Weymouth, in March, 1623, 
was the most truly merciful course. 
The settlers had demoralized the In- 
dians. They had at once inspired 
them with anger, with dislike and 
with contempt. Any sign of falter- 
ing on the part of the Plymouth 
people would have been fatal. Had 
they abandoiued Wessagusset to its 
fait*, the settlers there would have 
been exterminated, and the savages 
maddened by a taste of blood would 
have turned on Plymouth. The woods

It may 
therefore be taken for grnnted that 
Western Canada, In addition to Its 
ability* to produce hundreds of mil- 
lions of bushels of whent possessing 
llie greatest percentage of gluten of 
any whent In the world, will shortly 
lie enllod upon to provide the seed 
that will lie grown on the additional 
acres In the United Stab's that may he 
devoted to spring whent. 

Tt Is a well-established fact that the 
further north nn.v product of the farm 
can he hrought tn a state of mnlurlty, 
the more vigorous It becomes. Tills 
has been proven In the grains that 
have been produced In Western Can- 
ndn ; It has been shown in tire devel- 
opment of Its horses.

The neighbor to the north really has 
n splendid future before him, nnd 
many years will not have passed be- 
fore tho lands that are selling today 
• nt much less than their producing 
value will bring prices more commen- 
surate with their true worth than they 
do today. Think of lands that yield In 
tlielr operation n profit of from fifteen 
to twenty-five dollars an nrro n year 
selling at figures less than .$40 an acre. 
It does not require n mathematician 
to figure tho percentage of profit. It 
Is unfair to these lands to nsk them 
to continue these profits for long. So 
It Is safe to make the' prediction that 
In a very few years they will place 
themselves on *n parity with other 
lands that today produce less nnd sell 
for much more.

The Peas in This Load Will Go Directly by Motortruck to the Dealer at 
a Market 15 Miles Away and Arrive In Fresh Condition. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The man who plans to operate n 
motor truck should have a Rood work- 
ing knowledge not only of his engine 
but the entire machinery In general. 
The wages paid drivers vary In differ- 
ent sections of the country ami for 
trucks of different slr.es, ranging from 
$2.75 to $7.50 a day. Depreciation is 
ono of the heaviest annual expenses 
with a motor, a loss of from 20 to 
33 1-3 per cent of the cost of the truck 
each year being required to cover this 
charge. 

Maintenance Cost. 

Data collected by the bureau of mar- 
kets show that the annual cost of over- 
hauling and repairing the trucis 
ranges from $100 to $000 a yeqr. 
Those truck operators who make It n 
point to keep their machines In a con- 
stant Btate of repnlf have relatively 
small charges to meet for annual over- 
hauling. On the othe* hand, those w ho 
operate their trucks as long ns possi- 
ble with no regular repairs often have 
to pay a heavy overhauling charge at 
the end of the year.

Accumulation of Carbon From Cylin- 
ders, Sand From Road and Other 
Particles Shortens the L.ife 
of the Bearings. 

(By WII-I-IAM H. STEWART, President 
of the Stewart Automobile School.) 
What a world of trouble you are 
storing up for yourself If you do not 
drop the oil base and clean it. Sedi- 
ment and muck accumulate faster 
than you think, and sooner or later 
you will hnve a ruined engine on your 
hands. It Is not sufficient to change 
tho oil regularly, ns advised by the 
manufacturer. The oil base should be 
taken down and the deposits removed 
occasionally. 

The first time you do this you will 
be surprised at the nature of the accu- 
mulations. Sinnll lumps of carbon 
from the cylinders, sand from the 
road, even particles of metal turnings 
left there when your car came from 
the factory, have all been found in the 
| oil base. Blit worst of all Is the thick 
' muck of burnt oil and curbon which 
covers the bottom and sides. The grit 
and other particles nre heavy and 
sink to the |y)ttom, but the muck re- 
mains even after the base Is drained 
of the old oil. 

Usual Advice to Motorist. 

The advice usually given to the mo- 
torist may be summed up as follows: 
“Drain out all the old oil. Replace the 
plug and fill to the usual level with 
kerosene, ltun the engine not more 
thun 80 seconds und then drain the 
oil base. Repeat If thought necessury. 
This stirs up the muck and sediment 
which runs out with the kerosene. In 
this wuy the base and hearings are 
cleaned with a minimum of effort and 
without removing the crank case." 

“Stir It up," us Hamlet says. In- 
deed, the grit, which should lie dor- 
mant until scraped out by hand, Is 
stirred up and splashed ull around the 
crank case and also carried into the 
bearings. It forms a fine grinding 
compound which either shortens the 
life of the bearings or clogs up the 
oil boles, causing the beurlugs to run 

dry- 

injurious Results. 

The result Is even worse If the oil 
lng system is one of the pressure 
type forcing oil through a hollow 
crank-shaft directly into the bearings. 
Right Into the bearings, mind you! 
and under pressure, too 1 Can any one 
defend this method after realizing 
what this means? It is not a suffi- 
cient answer to say that the oil must 
pass through a strainer. The finest 
grit will always pass through and 
barm Is done I 

So while It la a dirty Job and a dis- 
agreeable one to remove the crank 
case for proper cleaning It Is the only 
way to give your engine the care U 
really need* 


different systems of computing rates 
and charges for hauling ns there aro 
motor trucks, each owner having an 
original way of figuring Ills transpor- 
tation toll. There nre several factors 
which should be considered In the es- 
tablishment of rates In any district. 
The value and the fragility of the load 
hear a direct relationship to the rate 
that should he charged. Very valuable 
or fragile loads Involve the greater 
risk on the part of the carrier and tho 
tariff for the carriage of such goods 
should he sufficiently high to offset tho 
risk Involved. The length of the haul 
naturally is nnother prime considera- 
tion. Rond conditions directly affect 
operating costs and hence must nlso 
tie considered in establishing rates. 
Tho perishability and hulk of the load 
must he taken Into consideration. 
Where complete delivery Is made from 
the door of the shipper to the door of 
the consignee, and service Is rendered 
which Is not duplicated by the rail- 
road, this additional service must bo 
considered In fixing the rate. Prne- 
tieally no rates hnve been established 
on the basis of cost plus a reasonable 
profit. A satisfactory rate must be 
one which is low enough to attract 
business nnd high enough to offer a 
reasonable profit to the operator. 
Where conditions do not permit the 
establishment of such a rnte, care 
should be exercised In starting n route.

How to Find Be6t Way. 

A time, method and motion study 
sounds much more formidable than It 
Is. Take the tusk of dishwashing, for 
Instance. You hnve done it In ninny 
different ways nnd probably have won- 
dered which method was really best 
To And out, try one method each day, 
keeping accurate •mint of the motions 
necessary nnd the time taken up. 

Looking nt the accompanying sam- 
ple record shows that on Thursday, 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday tho 
methods saved more time than those 
on Monday, Tuesdny and Wednesday. 
On the days when time was snved you 
washed the pots nnd pnns while you 
were preparing dinner. You will also 
note that time was saved hy stacking 
the dishes before washing them nnd 
by drying In a drainer instead of wip- 
ing them. Having found these time- 
saving ways, why not continue to fol- 
low them, practicing your methods 
nnd Improving still further by repe- 
tition? 

Watch for wnste motions. A fourth 
column can be made for the number of 
motions, counting as one motion each 
step made necessary by the placing of 
the dishes nnd each complete motion 
of the hands, ns placing the dish In 
the drainer nnd bnck again. This does 
not mean that you should do your 
work like an automaton, hut thinking 
about It In this way will show you 
that you are In the hnblt of making 
needless motions. 

Would It not be worth while to cense 
guessing ns to your efficiency nnd know 
the best way for you to do the work? 
In some cases It will be more efficient 
to do the work one way than another 
because of some special arrangement 
of your time or kitchen conveniences, 
bu* you are the one to find that best 
method ami benefit by the discovery.

Thoughtful housewives In these dnys 
#f thrift nnd economy are asking 
themselves pertinent questions ns to 
the use they nro making of their time. 
Is It wasted, or does each minute count 
for something worth while? Mere 
speculation over tho sCbJect will not 
help, but constructive thinking, back- 
ed hy experimentation, will. Itcmom- 
tier that each housekeeper ' cun plan 
better for herself than can anyone 
else. By watching herself, becoming 
acquainted with her owl* efforts nnd 
habits nnd by using some of tho effi- 
ciency-engineering which Is In each of 
ns. time and strength may he snved In 
the performance of household tasks. 

No woman is fond enough of dlsh- 
wnshlng to spend any more time over 
It than Is necessary, and yrt from lack 
«*f planning many hours nw squander- 
ed over the dlshpan. If you accuse 
a housekeeper of wasting time over 
that task, the retort Is likely to be: 
“Wnste time washing dishes! I should 
•ay not. for I don’t like to wash dishes 
that well. I hustle through them ns 
fast ns I possibly can, but even then 
It does seem to take hours.” Would 
It, If she had used her brains ns well 
as her liands? 

“Working Like a Whirlwind." 

There are women who etnrt clean- 
ing a room as though they were going 
to bo through within the next ten min- 
utes, but Instead, tho work hangs on 
for the next two hours. Why? Be- 
cause all th«* hurrying was creating 
more work every minute. They sweep 
as a whirlwind does — and with much 
the same result. They are the type 
who think housework is drudgery 
and they do not see thut It can be bet- 
tered. 

Everyone has been In homes where 
the housekeeper, overtired from work 
caused by lack of planning, was too 
tiled to be pleasant. For this kind of 
a housekeeper salvation lies In study- 
ing her methods, observing where time 
and effort hus been wnsted and then 
atuudurdlziug her task*. 

“One of the best ways to observe 
yourself," says the office of home econ- 
omies of the United Stutes depart- 
ment of agriculture, “Is to make a 
time, method and motion study of the 
different duties about tho house. It 
will add zest to the housework, help 
to make you see measures necessary 
for your own reform, and make you

placed exactly In the center, while 
on either side are duplicate sets of 
windows.

use.

It 
was designed by nn architect of wide 
experience. And right here let It be 
said that whatever type of home the 
owner wants to build, he should con- 
sult nn architect. The fee la not lnrge 
and will he snved many times hy elimi- 
nating the chances for mistukes >n ar- 
rangement nnd inateriuls. Costs of 
building differ in different localities, 
but by consulting the local contractor, 
lumber dealer or urcliltect the pros- 
pective home owner can readily And 
out what a house of thlB type will cost. 

Building a home is most popular this 
year. There la a shortage of houses 
almost everywhere, because of the re- 
strictions that were placed on building 
during the war.

But Wessagusset was not destined 
long to remain a solitude.

Banana Croquettes With Lamb 
Chops. — Remove the peeling and 
coarse threads from five Arm banunus ;
